FRANCE. 
From our own Correspondent.) 

| Panis, Thursday, March 18. 

| The incident of the Luxembourg railway has been again revived by 
certain Paris journals, and, as spring is approaching, rumours of 
war are rife, as they usually are at this particular season of the 
year. The Caulois, which declares consistently for peace, gravely 
says that the French Ambassador at Brussels has had a serious 
interview with the President of the Council of Belgian Ministers, 
and that in a week we shall know whether or not war is to arise out 
of this petty incident. The papers generally, too, are full of 
rumours of warlike preparations on the eastern frontier. Cannon, 
it is reported, are being sent thither from Toulouse, Bourges, and 
Ruelle, as well as artillerymen from the central districts of France. 
Thousands of boxes of army biscuits have also been dispatched to 
Belfort, Strasbourg, Metz, and other places. Under these circum- 
stances the movement of diplomatists at the different European 
Courts excites a good deal of attention. Chevalier Nigra, the Italian 
Ambassador to the Court of the Tuileries, is at present at Florence ; 
Count de Mensdorff has likewise gone there. The Duke de 
Grammont, French Ambassador at Vienna, is about to visit Paris; 
ind M. von Usedom has been recalled by Count Bismarck from 
Italy, which is thought over here to oly an impending Austro- 


Italian alliance.

An accident resulting in the death of several people took pla 
it the Place Sorbonne on Tuesday afternoon. M. Veron- 
Fontaine, a manufacturing chemist, whose establishment is situate 
at the corner of a street leading out of the Place, is the inventor of 
a new kind of fulminating-powder for marine torpedoes. A carboy 
containing one of the principal ingredients used in the manufacture 
of this powder had arrived in the course of the day, and one of the 
shopmen, in taking out a portion of the contents, carelessly spilt 
sufficient on the floor to form a train, which, being accidentally 
trodden on, ignited, and, communicating with the bulk of the sub- 
stance, led to the catastrophe. The force of the explosion was 
such that not a whole pane of glass was left anywhere in th: 
neighbourhood ; stones, bricks, and pieces of ironwork were hurled 
in every direction, maiming and wounding all who happened to be 
passing at the moment. The porter of the house was flattened against 
the wall, and a washerwoman was struck dead whilst standing at her 
door. The bodies of the son of M. Fontaine and of the shopman 
whose negligence led to this awful result were blown across 
the place, so fearfully mangled as all but to defy identifica- 
tion; imdeed, that of M. Fontaine, jun., was almost annihilated. 
The flames having seized upon the house, those inmates of the upper 
stories who had escaped unhurt were again in danger of perishing, 
the staircase being destroyed; but, ladders having been promptly 
obtained from a neighbouring gymnasium, they were, happily, 
rescued. The number of wounded, many of whom were conveyed 
to various hospitals, cannot as yet be ascertained, but the latest 
accounts give the number of deaths as seven. 

At the funeral of Berlioz, last week, a large number of personal 
friends and all the composers and musicians in Paris assembled 
at the Church of the Trinity, where a musical mass was executed 
with great solemnity—the principal vocalists being Madame Grisi 
and MM. Villaret, Belval, and David, assisted by the chorus of the 
Opera. From the church the funeral procession wound up the steep 
streets to the Montmartre Cemetery. The coffin, upon which was 
placed a large crown of green foliage, intermingled with white lilac, 
was escorted by a detachment of the National Guard, the band of 
that corps playing at intervals during the journey, and striking up, 
on entering the cemetery, Berlioz’s own famous march, composed 
for the victims of July. The body of the composer having been laid 
beside that of his wife, four discourses were pronounced over it by 
MM. Gounod, Frédéric Thomas (President of the Society of Men 
of Letters), Guillaume, and Elwart.

In London the births of 1134 boys and 1106 girls, in all 2240 
children, were a in the week. In the corresponding week= 
of ten years 1859-68 the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2251. . 

The deaths regi in London during the week were 1519. 
It was the tenth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1593. The deaths in the present return are less by 74 than the 
estimated number. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 315, the 
corrected average number being 327. Seven deaths from small 
27 from measles, 39 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 81 m 
whooping-cough, 19 from typhus fever, 27 from enteric fever, 17 
from simple continued fever, and 19 from diarrhosa were registered.

A huge granite rock, extensively known as the Tolmen, in the 
pee of Constantine, Cornwall, has been destroyed.

long, 14 ft. high, and 19ft. in breadth. It rested on the points of 
two detached rocks, and underneath it was a free passage. Last 
week one of the supporting rocks was blown down, and the Tolmen 
fell into a quarry, a distance of 40 ft.

The new Chief Commissioner has appointed Inspector Thomson, 
of Scotland-yard, superintendent of the E and F divisions of the 
Metropolitan Police. Superintendent Manson, of the E, has been 
transferred to the J division, vice Webb, superannuated: and 
Superintendent Durkin has also retired. 


The Reform League is dissolved. This resolution was come to 
at a meeting of the general council and metropolitan delegates, on 
Saturday evening, on the ground that the objects of the original 
programme having been substantially accomplished, no further 
agitation can be usefully carried on. 

A meeting convened by the National Emigration Aid Society 
was held last Saturday at the Agricultural Hall, under the pre- 
sidency of Colonel Torrens, M.P., to urge Government to take up 
the question of emigration to the colonies asa national course of 
policy for the relief of prevalent distress, Resolutions in support 
of this object were unanimously carried, 

Sir John Lawrence arrived, on -_y | evening, at the 
Charing-cross station, where he was met by Sir R. Montgomery, 
Sir A. Phayre, Colonel Becher, C.B., Mr. George Campbell, and 
other gentlemen among his friends and acquaintances, who were 
anxious to welcome the late Viceroy of India on his return to his 
native ome It is reported that Sir John Lawrence will be 
raised to the Peerage. 

Lord Bury, the President of the Colonial Society, delivered the 
opening address on Monday evening. He explained its objects, 
and the mode of procedure which would govern the discussion of 
colonial matters. His Lordship glanced at the characteristics of 
most of our colonies, and was enabled to state that the funds of the 
society were in a healthy condition, and that its prospects were of 
2 most encouraging character. 

At the fourth annual meeting of the governors of the Middle- 
Class Schools Corporation, held yesterday week at the Mansion 
House, the Lord Mayor, who was in the chair, read several letters 
which testified to the high estimation in which the schools were held 
by the parents of boys being educated there. The Bishop of 
London, in his capacity of visitor of the schools, received an 
address, to which he replied in commendatory terms. 


The first spring show of the Royal Horticultural Society of the 
present year was held in the gardens on Saturday last. Such a 
collection of hyacinths, cyclamens, roses, and other spring flowers 
has never before been seen at South Kensington. ——On Tuesday the 
first spring féte of the Royal Botanic Society drew to the gardens in 
Regent's Park as many Fellows and their friends as could screw their 
courage to the point of facing the easterly winds, with the ther- 
mometer down to 36 deg. Fahrenheit. Those who went were 
rewarded for their pains.

The annual Parliamentary breakfast in connection with the cause 
of Religious Liberty took place on Tuesday, at the City Terminus 
Hotel— Mr. C. Reed, M.P., in the chair. The chairman congratu- 
lated those present on the progress which those principles had 
made, and expressed his satisfaction that, after thirty years’ con- 
tention, the question of the Irish Church was at length fairly put 
before the country. His allusion to the presence of Mr. Miall in 
the House of Commons was received with hearty cheering. The 
gathering was subsequently addressed by many prominent members 
of the Liberal party. 


The forty-third report of the Commissioners of the Metropolis 
Turnpike Roads North of the Thames, prepared in conformity with 
the Act of Parliament constituting the commission, was issued on 
Monday. The receipts from tolls on the metropolis roads to Dec. 3 
last were £23,643, and the receipts from all sources £28,212; while 
the expenditure (which has been considerably increased by the large 
cost for watering the roads during the past dry summer) amounted 
to £28,723. The outstanding liability of the commissioners on the 
same day are estimated at £3500, and the Exchequer Bills held by 
them £4000. The details of both receipts and expenditure are given 
in an appendix. It appears that the use of granite on the roads, 
instead of flints and gravel, has been considerably extended,

THE ISTHMUS OF SUEZ CANAL. 
In the last Number of this Journal we gave a general account of 
that great enterprise which now approaches its completion, the 
Maritime Canal through the Isthmus of Suez, to connect the 
Mediterranean with the Red Sea. A mapor plan of the whole line, 
from Port Said to Suez, and of the country traversed by its 


course, including the Lakes Menzaleh, Ballah, Timsah, and 
the dried-up Bitter Lakes, with the small Fresh-Water 
Canal, which runs at a variable distance by the side of 


the intended Maritime Canal for half its length, was engraved 
among other Illustrations. The sketches taken by our Special 
Artist which appeared last week were those of the breakwater and 
artificial harbour of Port Said, on the Mediterranean coast; views 
of Lake Menzaleh and the adjacent Plain of Pelusus; and some 
groups of the native Egyptian labourers, or peasants, called fellahs, 
with their camels and donkeys employed in the work of excavation. 
A plan of Port Said, town and harbour, was also engraved. We 
now present a few Illustrations of a different portion of the canal 
works. The first is a view of the Canal near Kantara, on the 
southern shore of Lake Menzaleh, and on the road which leads 
through the desert from Egypt to Syria and Arabia. 

This view shows the Maritime Canal of its full width, 328 ft., 
and depth, 26 ft., with the Menzaleh Lake on the one side and the 
Pelusian Plain on the other. The village of Kantara is about a 
mile distant. The principal object on the right hand of the canal 
is what is called an “elevateur.’’ A long punt full of caissons 
passes from the dredgers to this elevateur, which lifts them out and 
then runs them up on a tramway, from the top of which they are 
emptied about 60 ft. or 70 ft. from the edge of the canal, thus form- 
ing a rampart all along the bank. The second dredger along the 
canal, shown in the Engraving, acts in a different manner. It is 
called the ‘‘ Drague 4 long couloir.’’ A lorg spout or gutter is 
attached to the side, and the earth falls into this; a pump 
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keeps up a run of water, which carries it along, and it flows on 
the rampart to about the same distance as the elevateur sends it. 
It is important to notice here, after the fears which have so often 
been expressed lest the sand should be blown into the canal and 
choke it up, that the salt of the water binds the sand together. 
This is seen along the bank of the canal; everywhere the salt has 
hardened the sand into a cake, and it appears firm and solid, a 
result wholly attributable to the salt, for it is not so in the Fresh- 
Water Canal. From Kantara to Port Said the matter dredged up 
is not sand, but mud or earth, being formed largely of the deposit 
of the Nile. The healthiness of this locality has been already men- 
tioned, in speaking of the hospital at Kantara. 

The second Illustration is a view of Lake Timsah, an inland 
basin, nine miles in circumference, into which the waters of the 
Mediterranean have been admitted by the completion of the first 
half of the Maritime Canal from Port Said. he new town and 
inland port of Ismailia, to be described in our next, is on the 
northern shore of this lake. On the banks of Lake Timsah are 
villas with gardens, and here at once becomes apparent the ad- 
vantage obtained by the Fresh-Water Canal which the company 
constructed at the outset of their undertaking. This Fresh- 
Water Canal, 40ft. wide by 9ft. deep, comes to Ismailia from 
Zagazig, a distance of fifty miles. On approaching Ismailia it 
is divided into two branches. One, with double locks, is connected 
with the Maritime Canal. This branch of the Fresh-Water Canal 
passes through the El Wady, the estate originally purchased for 
the company for £86,000, but which was subsequently purchased 
from them by the Egyptian Government for £400,000. The other 
branch, after taking advantage of the ancient canalof the Pharaohs, 
reached Suez, traversing a distance of fifty miles. When the works 
were commenced one great difficulty was the want of water fit for 
drinking, which made the construction of the Fresh- Water Canal of 
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the greater importance. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment had agreed to execute this Fresh-Water 
Canal in 1856; but M. Lesseps found it must 
devolve upon the company if it was to be done in 
time.

A LAUNCH AT DEPTFORD. 


The screw-corvette Druid was launched on Satur- 
day at Deptford Dockyard, in presence of Princess 
Louisa and Prince Arthur. On arriving, their 
Royal Highnesses were received by Captain 
Arthur P. E. Wilmot, C.B., Captain Superin- 
tendent; Admiral Sir Henry Denham; Captain 
Edmondstone, C.B., and Mr. R. P. Saunders, the 
master shipwright. Princess Louisa christened 
the vessel in the usual style; and with a chisel 
and mallet (as shown in our Engraving) cut the 
cord to which the weight for knocking away the 
dog-shore was attached, and the ship moved 
down into the water amid the hearty cheers of a 
large number of spectators. Their Royal High- 
nesses and the. principal visitors drank success to 
the Druid, and with this the last of the launches at Deptford was 
brought to a close. Captain Wilmot called for three hearty cheers 
for Princess Louisa, which was heartily responded to, and, with the 
dockyard band playing the National Air, their Royal Highnesses 
were conducted to their carriages and returned home. The vessel 
was designed by Mr. E. J. Reed, C.B., Chief Constructor of the 
Navy. She will be furnished with engines of about 350-horse 
power.

the England of the coming age and of the ages to follow? 
It is not a very hopeful sign of the education of the past 
generation that a public writer has to make such enormous 
allowance for topics of the hour, and to find excuses for the 
neglect with which a topic of all time is regarded; but this 
makes it only the more necessary that the education of the 
| future should be looked to, and that attention should be more 
than invited—should be demanded—for a measure which may 
work incalculable good for the generations that are to come 
may as well say at once that the Government bill 
introduced by Mr. Forster has been referred to a S-lect Com- 
mittee, and this we believe to have been a wise course, for the 

measure is a large and a powerful one, and will, if passed, lay 
| a strong hand upon a great variety of interests which ought, 
in the first place, to be represented before Parliament. Not, 
we take it, that there is much to learn. Here and there a 
detail may have been exaggerated and a school or two may 
not be quite so bad as has been reported, or may have done 
something towards bringing itself more into accord with the 
intentions of the founder. But the question has been well 
sifted. ‘T'wo Commissions had investigated it before the last 
Commission of which Mr. Forster was a member, which had 
been conducted by men of differing political and religious 
principles. We may assume, therefore, that the present 
Select Committee has ample material to work upon and that 
its inquiries will rather be devoted to the work of preventing 
individual injustice than of laying any new foundation for 
legislation. The Government bill has been framed by those 
who have the entire case before them, and we shall be sorry if 
any important mutilation be sanctioned in Committee. 

What is meant by endowment as applied to schools—er, 
rather, what is its amount—will be the question of many whe 
are candid enough to own toa certain confusion amid the 
varying educational nomenclatures of the day. We may 
answer that the schools in question were intended to afford 
secondary education. Next, that, taking away the seven great 
public schools, whose names everyone knows, and which have 
been to a certain degree legislated for (though afflicted 
parents who compare school bills with accomplishments 
are sadly conscious that such legislation has not yet done 
its work), there are about 3000 schools, of which 782 
are grammar schools, with a gross income of £593,000, and 
a net income of £340,000. Now, there is splendid machinery, 
amply oiled, and yet it does not work. With that sum of 
money—to be sure, it looks small enough beside a few items 
due to a dockyard blunder, or the like—the secondary educa- 
tion of the youth of England ought to be as nearly good 
as it is possible for teaching to be. But it is not. The 
mass of these schools have entirely drifted away from 
the course marked out for them by the founders, the 
grossest abuses have come in, and the class for whom the 
education was designed are excluded by arrangements which 
work either directly to that end, or by social rules which are 
equally effective. Mr. Forster takes, not selects, a variety of 
instances in illustration of this. One master can live oom- 
fertably on the income of the school, and therefore does not 
care to push it; another puts his son and nephew into the 
places of second and third masters, and the family let the 
4] school go as it will; in a third the town boys learn nothing,

the attention of the master being given to the well-paying 
boarders ; ina fourth, which has £266 a year, there is but one 
boy ; in a fifth the price of boarders is so high as to exclude 
them, and their dining-room is made a coach-house for the

orning | Curiously, that odd problem as to classes—upper, middle, 


lower, which every man settles for himself and about himself, 
though his neighbours by no means admit the accuracy of his 
decision—promises to be adjusted for us by our boys. The 
classes of society may be held to be sorted according to the time 
at which each removes its children from tuition. The upper 
class can afford to let its sons be taught until cighteen or 
uincteen, The second class, usually intended for medical or 
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legal work, or for the Army, leave about sixteen. The third 
class, which, in regard to the present bill, is the most im- 
portant, are the farmers, shopkeepers, and superior artisans, 
and their childven leave school at fourteen. The first are 
fairly taught in classics, but have little scientific education. 
The same remark applies more forcibly to the second 
class, for they are taught classics, and especially Greek, when 


they cannot stay at school long enough to profit by 
this teaching, and they know nothing of sciences and 


modern languages; and here we may interpolate a word 


of tribute to the wisdom of the late Prince Consort, 
who saw this blunder, and, fearing to wait while 
ow old institutions could be reformed, favoured such 


schemes as that of the now flourishing International College, 
where the modern languages and science, without extruding 
Classics, advance pari passu with them. Then there is the 
third grade. The parents want, says Me. Forster, very good 
reading, very good writing, and very good arithmetic. This 
is not much, yet they cannot get even this. Now, we do not 
want elementary education out of our endowed schools. If 
more of that be wanted, as Mr. Forster said, let the nation 
provide it; but we do wish to see the schools set upon 
such a footing that, as is said in the quaint old language of 
the Manchester endowment deed—any boys of “ pregnant 
wit” may have the chance of raising themselves to the higher 
grade of social life. Once begin at the beginning, and the 
reform will extend itself pushingly. Set good education on foot 
for the many and the few, and then the few will yield to the 
wholesome impulse, and the whole noble system devised by our 
noble ancestors, and shamefully neglected by their loud-talking 
and little-doing descendants, will be aflame with energy and 
new life. Into the details of Mr. Forster's reform we have 
not now space to go; nor do we regret it, as our principal 
object was to show what a truly important business is before 
the Legislature, and to urge all who are capable of under- 
standing its importance to examine the bill, and to lend the 
Government a hand in prosecuting the greatest reform which 
it will be their good fortune to initiate 
done, and English parents owe it to their 
it is done thorouglily.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
It begins to be evident that there is a good deal of debating power 
amongst the now members of the new Parliament. Moreover, the 
neophytes are getting into excellent training, and comprehend and 
make use of the habits and practices of the House as distinguished 
from its rules and orders. They have come to understand how to 
treat bores, and are already proficient in the use of an_instrument 
of putting them down, by shouting in unison the word “divide,’’ 
with the force of a volley of firearms and the persistency of the best 


file-firing. Thus, such an oldster in boring as Mr. Nowdogate 
is now thoroughly appreciated, and great discrimination 


is shown in the treatment of him—the when to roar him 
down and the when to permit him to pump himself out being 
nicely adjusted. Then a gentleman—Sir George Jenkinson—who 
romised to more than fill the vacancy caused by the absence of the 
ented Mr. Darby Griffith, has been considerably quashed; and 
another constant and overweening intervener—Mr. Cecil Raikes—is 
under process of severe correction.

ing with matters on which a man’s information is full. Then 
Mr. Mundella, the new member for Sheffield, who failed to 
make an impression when he seconded the Address on the first 
day of the Session, having an opportunity of delivering himself on 
a subject on which he is a full man, decidedly made his mark. So, 
indeed, has Mr. Carter, the new member for Leeds; but it wasa 
negative, that is a disagrecable, mark, for he was as overbearing in 
assertion as he was awkward in elocution and “ patois-ish"’ in 
accent. A personal attack will often bring out the most modest 
man in reply and retort, and so it has happened with Mr. Charles 
Dalrymple, the new representative of Buteshire, who, having been 
poked at during a queer discussion on the creation of faggot votes 
in Scotland, came out with a smart and ready repartee enlarged into 


a short speech. But o still more striking instance of spirited 
and _—— development occurred in the case of Mr, Christopher 
Weguelin, the choice of the electors of Youghal last year.

noisy, gesticulatory addresses to which he is prone, and during 
which he seems as if he was trying to escape from a whirlwind 
only to be tossed into a tornado, pointedly, which was insolently, 
alluded to Mr. Weguelininconnection withhis borough andelection ;

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS.—Faimay, Mancu 12. 

The House had a short sitting during which the Earl of Airlie, 
obtained a Select Committee to inquire into the Law of Hypothec 
in Scotland—a law somewhat analagous to the law of distress in 
this country ; and the Marquis of Clanricarde brought ia a bill to 
amend the Bankruptcy Laws of Ireland. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Faipay, Maxcu 12. 

Lord Hartington stated, iu reply to a question, that the Govern- 
ment proposed to bring in a bill authorising the grant of assurances 
on life to as low a sum as £5. 

Mr. Melly, in a long speech, bristling with statistics, moved 
for a Select Committee to consider the best means of providing 
for the education of the children of the poorer classes in our 
large towns. The motion was seconded by Mr. Dixon, who 
has so nobly exerted himself to meet the evil as it exists in 
his own town of Birmingham. Mr. Fawcett contended that the 
Government has at its command all the information necessary 
for framing a scheme of national education, and moved, as an 
amendment, that, instead of appointing a Committee, they should 
bring in a bill with as little delay as possible. Mr. Forster agreed 
with Mr. Fawcett that the time for inquiry had passed; but the 
question was how best to solve the grave problem which was now 
before the country. After some further discussion, the motion was 
withdrawn. 

To this there followed a short debate on the practice of creating 
faggot votes in Scotch counties under the last Reform Act. Mr. 
Craufurd called attention to the subject in moving for returas, and 
referred particularly to the cases of Buteshire and Peeblesshire, in 
which last county Sir Graham Montgomery, the present momber, 
had polled fifty of these votes, and was consequently returned by a 
majority of three. The practice was defended by Mr. Dalrymple, 
the member for Buteshire, and by Sir G. Montgomery, who retorted 
that at least forty of these votes had been polled on the other side, 
| and recalled the creation of similar yotes by the Anti-Corn-Law 
League. Sir G. Colebrooke and Sir R. Anstruther urged the 
Government to apply a remedy. Lord H. Scott denied that these 
votes had been created in Selkirkshire since 1835; and Lord Garlies 
made some remarks in defence of the action of the Conservative 
party. Mr. Bright maintained that the votes created by the Anti- 
Corn-Law League were real and not sham votes, like these faggot 
votes. He urged the abandonment of a practice which was an 
attack on the British Constitution. The Lord Advocate admitted 
that, in the origin, the Liberal party was as deeply tainted with 
these devices as their opponents, and he hoped the force of publi 
opinion would put an end to them without the necessity of Parlia- 
mentary interference.

Mr. W. E. Forster, in moving the second reading of the Endowed 
Schools Bill, took the opportunity of supplying a full ex planation of 
its general scope and provisions. He showed first of all that the 
endowed schools for secondary education were many of them ina 
wretched condition. More than a quarter of the gram mar-schools 
in one county were suffering from the bodily infirmities of the 
| masters. In other cases, where the masters were efficient, they ex- 
| erted themselves rather to keep pupils away than to bring them to 
school; as one of them candidly confessed, ‘* It was not worth his 
while to push the school, as with the endowment (about £200 a 
year) and some other small source of income he had enough to live 
on comfortably without troubling to doso."’ In considering how 
these endowments could best be turned to account, Mr. Forster in- 
sisted that this was not in the ordinary sense exclusively a poor 
man’s question. The interests of the working classes, of course, 
must be kept in view, but the middle class -- those with an income 
between £100 and £200, who paid, perhaps, a greater amount 
of taxation than any others, in proportion to their means—had 
also a claim to consideration. Indeed, he held that the work- 
ing man could not obtain the full advantages to which he was 
entitled unless his requirements were taken in connection with those 
of the other classes. It was desirable, first, to keep up the cha- 
racter of the education provided; and, next, to secure the free 
admission of all boys capable of profiting by it. Hence the pro- 

sosal to admit pupils by open competition. Combining this with a 
judicious classification of schools, the children of tae poorest might, 
if they showed ability, rise from mere elementary instruction to the 
highest education in the count Legislation on such a subject 
must necessarily be general cad oven vague. It was impossible to 
specify in a bill what schools were goo 
what were bad and needed reformation. A Commission would 
therefore be provided to classify, reorganise, and generally supervise 
the schools. But the Commissioners would have no powers of their 
| own except those of investigation and suggestion. They would 
prepare reports and schemes, but it would rest with the Government 
of the day to decide whether they should be adopted and passed on 
to Parliament for final sanction. An intimation that the bill would 
be referred to a Select Committee naturally deprived the discussion 
which followed of much of its interest. The burden of the speeches 
was a plea for the exemption of particular schools from the opera- 
tion of the bill. The bill was read the second time and sent to a 
Select Committee, as proposed. 

The House was engaged some hours in the adjourned debate on

The Marquis of Clanricarde asked whether the Government 
would communicate to Parliament any reports from magistrates 
concerning the causés of the late murders in Ireland. Those 
aseassinations and outrages that had taken place proved that the 

state of Ireland was far from satisfactory. e did not want any 
| coercive laws. He would be glad to let ngpeeee be bygones, but 
| they had a right to look for seourity. Tho noble Marquis sug- 
ed that a 1 Commission should issue to make an extra 
udicial inquiry into the causes of those outrages, in a way similar 
to the inquiry held into the Sheffield outrages. Tho question of 
| really pressing importance as regards Ireland was undoubtedly the 
land question. 
Lord Dufferin admitted that every one concerned Ireland

must feel very humiliated through these murders, But with regard 
to the information sought for, it would be extremely inconvenient 
to publish it, because it contained the names of ten persons sus- 
pected of being implicated, but against whom there was no 
sufficient evidence to prove the charge 

Far] Groy considered that there had been no offectual logis- 
lation for land tenure in Ireland, and that the laws which did ogiat 
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there were so difficult to understand and carry out that thoy were a 
diagrace to any civilised nation. The late indulgence to the Fenian 
prisoners he strongly condemned, as tending to destroy tho 
efficiency of law and justice in that country. It convoyed one of 
two ideas to the minds of the Fenians—either that the Government 
were afraid to carry out the sentence of the law, or else that they 
considered rebellion a venial offence. 

Earl Granville defended the course the Government had pur- 
suod in respect to the Fenian prisoners as one calculated to allay the 
feelings of the Irish people and to check Fenianism. Referring to 
the a of Mr. Bright and the Attorney-General, he denied 
that they had any intention of pledging Mr. Gladstone to bring in 
a bill immediately that would be perfectly satisfactary to Ireland, 
or that they would bring in any measure for the tenure of land in 
Ireland that was not dictated by the principles which governed 
legislation with regard to property. 

Lord Cairns contended that the leniency show to those 
prisoners was misplaced, for it in no way affected the feelings of 
the people towards this country. The late Government had made 
exceptions in favour of all whom it was safe to pardon, but the 
a Government had gone so far as to give the idea that the 

‘enian conspiracy was not such a bad thing after all. He com- 
me ro of Mr. Gladstone telling the Irish people that the law of 
and tenure was next in importance to the Irish Church question, 
and that it was in an unsatisfactory condition, but without telling 
them what he was going to do for them.

In reply to Mr. Cofegen, Mr. Bright said the Boari of Trade 
had no power to compel the railway companies to protect their 
servants, but they were bound to protect the public.

Sir G. Jenkinson asked the First Lord of the Treasury if he 
would state, for the information of the House, on what grounds he 
proposed to give to the Roman Catholic College of Maynooth the 
sum of £364,000, or fourteen years’ purchase of their present annual 
payment, from the Consolidated Fund, whilst, at the same time, he 
proposed to give to the Protestant clergy only about eight years’ pur- 
chase of their present incomes. Mr. Gladstone said the statements 
contained in the question were not altogether correct. The actual 
number of years’ purchase was various in various districts. He 
believed the bishops would be for twelve years’ purchase, parochial 
incumbents thirteen years, Presbyterian clergymen fifteen years, 
and curates seventeen years. 

Colonel Annesley asked the Chief Secretary for [reland whether 
it was true that, on Feb, 22 last, a man named Smith was arrested 
in the county of Cavan for having in his possession Fenian docu- 
ments and resolutions, regularly printed on green paper, and con- 
taining plans and schemes of the Fenian conspiracy, dated 1869; 
and whether it was the intention of her Majesty's Government to 
recommend the liberation of any more Fenian convicts. Mr. C. 
Fortescue said he could not give the hon. gentleman the information 
he asked for until Monday. It was not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to recommend the liberation of any more Fenians. 

Mr. Ileadlam asked the Under-Secretary of State for Forei 
Affairs what had been the result of the proceedings with the 
authorities of Spain concerning the destruction of the ship Mer- 
maid.

THE IRISH CHURCH BILL 

On the motion for the second reading of the [Irish Church Bill, 
a large number of petitions were presented against the disestablish- 
ment and disendowment of tho Irish Church. 

Mr. Dieraeli rose at ten minutes after five (amid loud cheers 
from the Opposition) to move that the bill be rend the second time 
that day six months. He quite agreed with the right hon. gentleman 
when he said that the measure introduced by the right hon. gentle- 
man was one of the most gigantic measures ever brought forward 
in Parliament. It ap to him a question that demanded much 
self-control and mutual forbearance. The decision of the House of 
Commons more than 200 — ago on a gigantic question was 
followed by a civil war, and that period was followed, too, by a period 
of what he might call violent tranquillity, and it left the people dis- 
satisfied and irritable. He could not help feeling that what had

¢ right hon. gentleman (Mr. Gladstone) —— to oo 
two objecte—one was to sever the Church from the State, ich, 
for convenience of debate, he would call disestablishment ; the other 
was to deprive the Church of its privileges, which, for convenience 
of debate, he would call disendowment.

favour of the union of Church and State, which was, he 
t say, an arrangement which renders the State religious, 
invests authority with the highest sanction.

ledged Government itself ? 6 knew how difficult it was to touch 
upon a religions subject in such a mixed assembly as that he was 
now addressing. The right hon. gentleman then expressed a hope 
that the reli topics would be discussed during this debate in a 
feeling of charity, and trusted that if any rhetorical mishaps were 
to eacape his lips hon. members on both sides of the House would 
believe that such sentences were uttered without the slightest 
intention of wounding the feelings of any hon. member, what- 
ever religious creed he professed. When they were askod 
to effect a great change, such as the present, it was abso- 
lutely necessa: that they should consider whether there 
was not a possibility of establishing two powers, one purely 
political and one religious. The right ben. gentleman then referred 
to the difference between the views of a question from the political 
and religious sides. It appeared to him that because they had an 
established Church they enjoyed religious protection and tole- 
ration. A Roman Catholic might be excommunicated, and a 
sectarian might be expelled from his congregation, but he was not 
a forlorn being. If they wanted to destroy all religious freedom 
and toleration he believed they could not have a more complete 
method of destroying them than by the present suggested method. 
Speaking of the question of disendowment, the right hon. 
gentleman said he was not there to uphold that there 
was no difference between corporate and private property. He 
laid this down as a — e, that un no circumstances 
whatever could a fiducial trustee {appropriate to himself the pro- 
perty of which he was the fiducer, The reasons why he opposed the

confiscation of the property of corporate bodies were, in the first 
place, whatever may be their origin, whother the gift of the nation— 
which it very seldom was—or tho gift of individuals—which it 
nearly always was—one thing was clear, that it was, in its uses and 
purposes, the property of the nation, though not of the State; the 
second reason was, because he found that no great act of confisca- 
tion had ever been carried without the most injurious consequences— 
it had either led to a civil war or it had established somothing 
worse; another reason was, because he invariably observed that 
when Church property had been confiscated it.always went to the 
proprietors of land, Coming to the question of the effects of 
the bill in Ireland, the right hon. gentleman said the majority 
of the Irish Fee. were disorderly and discontented, 
He believed that palpable causes the Irish Government was 
not a strong Government, and that the opinion was unanimous in 
that House that the present measure would not of itself be suf- 
ficient to pacify the a of Ireland. The question of the land 
would require a settlement. Whatever might happen, there was 
one dogma in which the three Churches would always agree—that, 
whether they were disendowed in the reign of Que»n Elizabeth or 
in that of Queen Victoria, they would consider that they had 
been equally ill-trea and that they ought ‘to join together on 
the subject of the land. The tenure of Irish property was a secure and 
satisfactory one. What was the reason, then, that it wasto be deprived 
of its property? The only reason he had heard was that the Irish 
Church as endowed hurt the feelings of the Roman Catholic clergy. 
This was the most unfortunate reason that a Minister could give for 
an ae act of spoliation. It was a new principle appliel to 
Ch property that might be applied to private property to-morrow. 
It might be — to the roperty of Irish gentlemen with the s ime 
reason as to the property of the Irish Church. If Mr. Gladstone's 
ee were adopted in Ireland, would it be possible to prevent 
them being applied to England? Disendowment might be carried 
to any extent by a Minister who had a large majority in that House. 
Mr. Gladstone fad resolved to plunder and confiscate the property 
of the Irish Church, and he could only do so by asking the [righ 
Church to co-operate with him. He thought Mr. Gladstone, at 
the same time, ought to have done something to soothe their 
feclings and to protect their interests. But instead of doing 
so he had produced four propositions, which were contra- 
dictory and unsatisfactory. Having referred to the propositions, 
and pointed out their injurious working against the vested interests 
of the Irish Church, he asserted that the six millions surplus would 
in the end be confiscated also. The ingenuity of Mr. Gladstone in 
devising a scheme of confiscation, and then asking the co-operation 
of the parties he was going to rob, was worthy the admiration of 
a British Parliament. Then with respect to Maynooth, was the 
way that College was to be subsidised calculated to propitiate the 
Irish Church, or indeed, was it quite in conformity with the alleged 
principle of the bill? On this matter Mr. Gladstone owed an 
explanation to Parliament; for Mr. Gladstone had emphatically 
declared on the hustings that, if the Irish Church was to be 
plundered, none of its property was to be given to Roman Catholic 
or imperial purposes; while the preamble of the bill actuall 

set forth that no part of Irish Church property was to be appliec 

to the “‘ teaching of religion.’’ The general result of the Protestant 
Church of Ireland, if this bill were carried, would in a few years be 
this—that you would see the Protestant Church without a shilling 
f endowment and a richly-endowed Roman Catholic Church. Was 
this a contingency to be desired for the interest of the empire, or 
If this bill were carried, even in a modified 
form, the effect would be that the Church property would go to the 
landlords of Ireland. When the great crisis takes place, the 
crisis of the land question, they would find that the 
landlords would have something to do with settling it, and a 
dilemma would arise not immediately contemplated. Then, again, 
the proposal to deal with the surplus was uncalled for and absurd. 
He would for a moment assume that the Irish Church would co- 
operate with Mr. Gladstone to carry out the bill. What would be 
the condition of the Church There would be 700,000 Protestants 
scattered over a large surface who would be called upon to accom- 


| plish a new ecclesiastical power; and this was to be done in a few 
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months, and this, too, after treating their rights and faith with con- 
tumely and insult. It had been said the curse of Ireland was its 
non-resident gentry and its poverty; here was an Act to ex- 
atriate one and to destroy the other. The conclusion was 
inevitable that, ultimately, the principle applied to Ireland 
would have to be applied to England. Mon. gentlemen in that 
House, no doubt, would not object to such an issue; but he could 
never approve of it. He inferred from Mr. Gladstone's own words 
that he already contemplated such a consequence. England could 
not afford another revolution, which for 200 years had given her a 
great start in wealth and stability. Through that revolution we 
had accomplished complete personal and religious liberty, combining 
it with order and annexing religion to the State. This great 
result had been attained by the combined action of the two 

at political parties in the country. Each had its faults and made 
its mistakes, but each had done its part to secure true political and 
religious liberty—in particular religious liberty—in connection with 
the State. He believed the basis of the measure was most dan- 
gerous to the interests of the country, and he therefore left the 
result with confidence to the consideration of that House and the 
decision of ,the country. 

Mr. Gre thought the measure would have been more accept- 
able had the Church property been divided rateably among the 
different religious denominations in Ireland. 

Sir G. Jenkinson said the proposition of the Government was 
unjust in principle and erroneous in policy. It would light up 
the flames of religious animosity in Ireland, and lead to incessant 
turmoil and renewed discord among all classes of her Majesty's 
ay in that country. 

¢ debate was continued by Mr, E. Bowring, Mr. Broderick, 
Mr. Mr. Shaw, and Mr. A. Cross. 

Mr. C. Fortescue said that it was no longer possible to 
maintain a State Church in Ireland, and the wonder was that it 
should have been maintained so long; but it had only been main- 
tained bya want of knowledge and a want of sympathy in the 
people of this country. Nointernal reforms would now be sufficient 
to satisfy the ro of Ireland; and no considerable portion 
of the people o is country were in favour of general endow- 
menta, A great deal had been said of confiscation; but he con- 
tended that they had the right to deal with endowments which 
300 years ago been diverted from their original owners. That 
was spoliation, They did not propose to restore them to those 
owners, but to appropriate thom in a manner that would be more 
beneficial to the country.

The council have 
decided to receive the anti-shearing memorial, but not the deputa- 
tion; and Mr. Jacob Wilson is appointed steward of live stosk, and 
Mr. Wren Hoskyns of implements. 

Mr. J. N. Beasley and Mr. W. B. Canning are the two new 
Smithfield Club stewards of live stock; and Mr. Joseph Druce and 
Mr. Robert Leeds have been re-elected stewards of implements. 
Non-members are in future to pay two guineas instead of one for 
the privilege of exhibiting; and, instead of the disqualification of 
pigs when the state of dentition is not satisfactory being deomod 
final, as heretofore, the stewards are to call upon the exhibitor to 
prove to their satisfaction the correctness of his certificate. This is 
done in the case of cattle, and out of four cases in which an appeal 
was lodged at the last show three have been decided by the stewards 
in favour of the exhibitor. 

A novelty was introduced at the recent Barrow-in-Furness Dog 
and Poultry Show, in the shape of prizes for different kinds of cats. 
The winner in one class weighed 11 Tb. 

Among the fresh arrivals in the Holker herd are heifer-calves 
from Winsome, Blanche 5rd, and Countess of Barrington 4th, and 
bull-calves from Bright Star and Cleopatra 9th, all of thom by 
Grand Duke. Lord Walsingham’s nine-year old Southdown ewe 
(or **Crown Princess ewe,’’ as she is now termed), which won the 
extra stock silver medal for ewes of that breed at the Smithfield 
Club Show last year, lambed twins, male and female, last week, 
making her tenth and eleventh contribution to the Merton flock. 
They are by the sire of the London and Liverpool pen of cup 
wethers. Her ninth lamb was born in July. She is another of 
the instances of which the Towneley herd gave us so many in ite 
show days, that, under proper management, fat animals will 
breed. 

The three shorthorn sales at present on Mr. Strafford's list aro 
fixed as follow:—Mr. Rich's-—-where a very slashing contest ia 
expected for Second Duke of Collingham—on Tuesday next; Messrs.

The Mark-Lane Express gives an epitome of the disastrous 
effects of the drought of the last summer in England upon greea 
crops. The present generation of farmers never remember such @ 
terrible destruction of turnips. Out of 626 returns («bout one hundred 
of which are double, in reference to swedes and other kinds of turnips) 
only fifty-one are an average, and 575 are under. Of the latter 
246 were entire failures, while 138 were from two tu irds to four 
fifths deficient. The newly-sown crop supplied fool for sheep aad 
young stock ; but the bulbs had not the size and quality requisite 
for fattening larger cattle. In mangolds there are 114 averages, 
against 335 under the average; and the aggregate produce was 
from two thirds to three fifths of a crop. The available produce 
from the potato crop will be about the same; as, although 310 out 
of 569 returns speak to an average, and forty-two are over am 
average, there are 227 specific cases of ‘*disease,’’ besides other 
drawbacks which tend to reduce the supply. Clover and sainfoin, 
generally, are a fair crop; whilst the upland and meadow hay is 
decidedly deficient. 

The leterinarian records the death of Professor Strangeways, 
in his forty-fifth year. He was originally apprenticed to a chemist, 
at Alnwick, and then became a dispenser, thereby gaining know- 
ledge which stood him in good stead when, at the age of thirty- 
one, he became one of Professor Dick's pupils at th» Veterinary 
College of Edinburgh. He there gained the senior prize in materia 
medica, for a thesis on opium, and the prize for the best examina- 
tion in chemistry. Towards the end of 1857 he was appointed de- 
monstrator of anatomy to his college, but quitted it with a hand- 
some testimonial at the close of the session, and commence 1 praetice 
at Otley. In the course of eighteen months he was offered the 
chair of anatomy in the same college, and held it until his death. 
The students were so much attached to him that they insifved, as a 
last sad tribute, on bearing his coffin shoulder high, in front of the 
hearse, from his house to the ve. He was appointed Commis- 
sioner for Scotland when the rinderpest broke out, and the rasults of 
many of his valuable post-mortem examinations were published 
without the smallest acknowledgment. His contributions te 
veterinary science were few, but choice, and gained him the hono- 
rary title of LL.D. The latest discovery made by him was the 
existence of a small supplementary muscle in the eye of the ass. 

Professor Varnell has been presented by the members of the 
Royal Veterinary College with a silver urn and a purse of £100 om 
his retirement from the active duties of his on, In acknow- 
ledging it he says, inter alia, ‘1 sincerely hope that the members 
of the college will not relax their efforts to obtain a higher profes- 
sional education and a more rigid test of the fitness of a pupil te 
receive a diploma thar has hitherto been instituted. More kaow- 
ledge and more science are needed to satisfy the public and dis- 
place the empiric.’’ A special meeting of the council was held ea 
5 eb, 24 to consider the recommendations of the examination com. 
mittee, and the general opinion was in favour of a preliminary 
examination of candidates for admission to the college and Me 
adoption of practical examinations. é ; 

A curious paper was read at the recent Lancashire Veterinary 
Medical Association. The carriage horsewhich was the subject of it 
had been ailing for six months, and had sunk to a skeleton. 
Diagnosis was in vain, and complete change of food worked ne 
cure. One day he was turned out for a short time into a paddock, 
and was observed to go to a bare place and begin to lick the ground. 
The V.8., on hearing of this fact, ordered a sod to be brought and 
turned upside down in the manger. The horse ate it instantly, as 
well as two more, For four days he had two sods a day, and thom 
his craving seemed to subside, and his natural corn stomach 
returned. From that time he rapidly recovered his health and 
strength, and is now in excellent condition, Mr. Wood, V.S., of 
Wigan, can corroborate this case. 

The Australian Agricultural Company give the following account 
of themselves :—“ Last year the stock ee realised a profit 
of £11,017; this year it would be considerably in excess of that 
sum, although they could not at present state the exact amount. 
There was a slight diminution in the number of sheep shern, but 
the yield, which fluctuated one year with another about 70,000Ib., 
would, they expected, this year be not less than 68,000. twas 
very remarkable, looking at the number of sh and the large 
extent of the runs, was the almost total absence of loss from neglec, 
of shepherds, the total loss in 1868 “pan bee only three sheep, 
and in 1867 none.

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THE MEYRICK COLLECTION OF ARMS, SOUTH 
KENSINGTON. 
A few more specimens are now given of the great collection of 
ancient arms and armour formed by the late Sir Samuel Meyrick, 
of Goodrich Court, Herefordshire, and now exhibited, by permission 
of Colonel Meyrick, under the management of the Science and Art 
Department of the Committee of Council on Education, in the gal- 
leries belonging to the Great Exhibition Building of 1862, on the 
south side of the Horticultural Society’s Gardens at South 
Kensington. No. 1 is a very curious old-fashioned carbine; No. 2 
a sword, with a hilt of peculiar form; No. 3 the head ofa isan 
or halberd; No. 4 a helmet, with vizor like a man’s face; No. 5 the 
steel gorget of the Duke of Ferrara, decorated with mythological 
figures in repoussé work, gilt and damascene. No. 6 is the round 
shield or target formerly belonging to Francis I. of France; it 
is of steel, embossed with sculptures, representing the retreat 
of the English to Calais, in the year 1524, under Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk; it is of Italian workmanship, de- 
signed by Giulio Romano, and executed by Filippo Negrolio. No. 
7 is a musket of the kind called a “‘snaphaunce,” but a revolver 
with eight chambers; it is German, and probably of the seventeenth 
century. No. 8 is an English two-handed sword of the time of 
Richard III. No. 9 is the baton of the Duke of Alva, made hollow 
to contain papers, and inscribed outside with arithmetical figures. 
No. 10 is an English battle-axe, the handle of which is a gun; its 
age is the time of Henry V. No. 11 is a mounted figure, attired cap 
a pied in a complete suit of bright steel armour, fluted; the horse 
being also equipped with champ-front or head-piece and neck- 
ieces, and with housings of Genoa velvet. This armour is of 
esunbung manufacture, and of the sixteenth century.

The Duke of Cambridge has been appointed Colonel-in-Chief of 
the 60th Rifles; Lord Strathnairn, Colonel of the Royal Horse 
Guards ; and General Ainslie, Colonel of the Ist Life Guards. 


A Commission is about to sit at the Royal Military Academy, 
Woolwich, to inquire into and report upon the propriety of abolish- 
ing the Sandhurst preparatory instituti and amalgamating it 
with the Woolwich Academy. x 

Lieutenant-Colonel Martindale, R.E., at present the Acting 
Controller at Aldershott, will shortly proceed to Canada, on the 
introduction of the army control system into that colony, with the 
title of Acting Controller in the Dominion of Canada. Deputy 
Commissary-General Strickland, C.B., will act as Deputy Controller 
in Nova Scotia. 

The first stone of the new works for the extension of Portsmouth 
Dockyard has been laid. A block of Portland stone, weighing about 
five tons, was fixed at one end of a vast excavation, which will 
form one of four docks that will stand on the south side of the 
new repairing-basin, included in the plan of the extension works.

in-Chief of our forces, or the General commanding our forces in 
chief for the time being, shall be excepted from the department of 
the Secretary of State for War. And we are further pleased to 
declare our will and pleasure to be that all powers relating to the 
matters above shall be exercised, and all business relati thereto 
shall be transacted, by the Commander-in-Chief of our forces for 
the time being, and shall be deemed to belong to his office, subject 
always to our general control over the government of the army, and 
to the responsibility of the Secretary of State for the exercise of 
our Royal prerogative in that behalf, and subject to any powers 
formerly exercised by the Secretary at War. Given at our Court 
of Balmoral this llth day of October, 1861, in the twenty-fifth 
year of our reign.—By her Majesty's command.”

Four morceaux de salon for the pianoforte, from the pen of Mr. 
Aguilar, have just ap) (Davison and Co.) Their titles are—

piece. ‘Thus “L’Amitié” and ‘‘Evening’’ are completely ‘songs - 


without words’’—things to be played as much as possible in the 
manner of songs or ballads; while all of them are calculated to 

isplay the various difficulties of the modern style of performance. 
ry, om eur de Rose” is light, dancing measure; and ‘‘ Last 
Look’’ is an exemplification of the most effective use of ‘extreme 
keys.” In all Mr. Aguilar’s works there is a clear and definite 
design, which never fails to be effectuaJly accomplished. 

There isa Gem on Ocean’s Breast. A national air, written and 
composed by E. Naylor. (Davison and Co.) This song is in the 
style and measure of a triumphal march, suitable for great national 
solemnities. It is full of fire, spirit, and (albeit from a female pen) 
vigour. The melody, either for a single voice or a body of voices in 
unison, is bold, free, and expressive; while it is harmonised for 
martial instruments, and with great effect. In this manner, we 
understand, it has been used on various remarkable occasions; and 
80 effective has it proved that we have no doubt it will be generall 
adopted by the best military bands in the kingdom. Itis published, 
of course, in the form of an arrangement for the piano ; but the dif- 
ferent instruments are so clearly indicated that to score it for a 
military band is a mere work of transcription. 

Blessed are they that die. Quartet and chorus from Spohr’s 
oratorio “‘The Last Judgment,’’ arranged for the | or erg by 
Emanuel Aguilar. (Davison and Co.) ‘The Last Judgment”’ is 
the first and the best of Spohr's oratorios; and the celebrated 
quartet and chorus, ‘ Blessed are they,’’ is justly considered as the 
gem of that work—a perfect model of beauty and grandeur in 
musical expression. Mr. Aguilar has arranged this exquisite move- 
ment with great taste and judgment. He has transposed it from 
G flat, the original a ag G natural, thus rendering it quite easy 
for the performer, whi its beautiful simplicity of effect is 
thoroughly preserved. This arrangement is one of the best things 
that can put into the hands of the young performer. It is 
enchanting to the ear, while it is a lesson in the acquirement of the 
cantabile style—the art of singing with the fingers—which is one of 
the greatest beauties of the pianoforte. 

The two following songs— Wherefore leave the land? and Leave 
me Love's sky, jenny Nd R. H. Patterson and composed by E. 
Templemore—are published by Czerny, of Regent-street. The 
names of both the author and composer are new to us, but both 
these pieces are of singular merit, and neither their words 
nor music will ever be heard with indifference. Unlike the 
generality of songs written for music, Mr. Patterson’s verses are 
really lyrical poetry—not after the model of Pope’s “‘Song by a 
Person of Quality,’’ but genuine effusions of poetry and passion. 
He writes like one who has felt what he expresses; and the glowing 
warmth of his language, coming from the heart, will reach the 
heart of the hearer. Mr. Templemore, we understand, is a young 
musician who has studied in the German school; and, ind this 
is ap t in the style and structure of his compositions. His 
simple and natural airs are drawn from the fountain of melody in 
his own breast, while they are refined and embellished by the re- 
sources of art. We have unusual pleasure, in short, in recommend- 
ing these beautiful songs to the attention of our musical readers, 

The Leeds Tune-Book. A Collection of Congregational Hymn- 
Tunes of all Metres, for Use in Public Worship. Com and 
mostly arranged by Joseph Lancaster. (Novello, Ewer, and Co.) 
The author of this work says in his preface :—*“ This collection 
owes its existence to the difficulty I have experienced for some 
years in finding good congregational tunes to the most peculiar 
metres. Having searched in vain for a tune-book that supplied 
this want, I determined, with such materials as I had within my 
reach, to form one of my own, and in which, I think, will be found 
tunes agreeable to the sentiment of the different hymns to which 
they are set, and also which will be readily learnt by congregations 
where this work is used. The book has no particular denomina- 
tional pretensions, and, therefore, can be freely in church or 
chapel. Although it has not been my object to form a large col- 
lection, yet I believe the tunes will be found numerous and varied 
enough to meet the requirements of most of the hymn-books now 
in use."” The author has successfully accomplished his task. The 
collection contains 232 tunes, saietel, on the whole, with taste and 
judgment, and including not only the principal ancient and modern 
tunes in general use, but a number of new and original tunes, some 
of which are of great merit.

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LAW AND POLICE. 

Messrs. Clive and Wyllic, the Liberal mombers 
for the city of Hereford, were, on Monday, declared 
te have been unduly elected, Mr. Justice Blackburn 
considering the charge of treating to have been 
fully proved. As the complicity of the hon. 
gentlemen was not so evident, he adjudged each 
party to pay its own costs. 

Mr. Justice Willes decided, on Tuesday, that 
the sitting Conservative members at Blackburn, 
Mr. Hornby and Mr. Feilden, were not duly 
elected, on the ground of intimidation. 
petitioners were not allowed their costs. 

At King’s Lynn, on Wednesday, Mr. Bourke, 
the Conservative member, was declared duly 
elected, and costs were ordered to follow the event. 
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Judgment was given on Monday by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the 
Indian appeal case of ‘* Neelkisto Deb Burmono v. 
Beerchunder Thakoor,’’ which was recently argued 
vefore their Lordships. The appellant claimed the 
Raj of Tipperah on the Hills, with the vast estates 
amounting to between £60,000 and £70,000. The 
respondent is the elder brother, and claims to be 
the Rajah. The late Rajah had made the younger 
brother his successor. The appeal was dismissed. 


One of the cases arising out of the difficulties in 
the administration of the Earl of Cardigan’s 


estate—that of “Lady Cardigan v. Curzon- 
Howe ’’—was before the Master of the Rolls on 
Saturday. Lord Romilly made an order for the

A physician's bill was the subject of dispute in 
anger v. Sanger’’—before the Master 
ef the Rolls on Monday. Dr. Clark had charged 
70 gs. for two visits to a sick child at Worthing, 
and 76ge. for three visits to the same child at 
Brighton. His full claim for attendance amounted 
te £350, the rest of the sum being made up 
tewn visits, at a guinea each, and consultations 
with various persons on the child's behalf, at a 
Inmp sum of 40gs. The guardians of the child 
thought he had asked far too much, and offered 
him £105. Lord Romilly was of the same opinion, 
and dismissed the doctor's summons with costs 
from the time of the offer of the guardians being 
declined.

The influence of the 
landlady in whose house Mrs. Ormond lodged, 
and to whom, it was stated, she ae £200 a year 
for board and lodging, seems to have been exerted 
so successfully against the proposed match that 
the warmth of the widow’s letters suddenly cooled, 
and from “dear John,’ on Oct. 11, 1868, the 
plaintiff became “Sir’’ on the 15th of the same 
month in a short note which informed him that 
no engagement had ever been contracted between 
them. The consequence of that was the action for 
the breach of the promise made by the defendant, 
whose defence to it was that no engagement or 
agreement had ever been made. The jury, how- 
ever, found for the plaintiff, and gave him £300 
damages.

URVEYORS TO H.B.0. THE PRINCESS OF WALES. 

A LEN F FIELD STARCH, 
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LORD GOUGH. 


The death of this gallant veteran 
was lately recorded in our Paper. 
He was in his ninetieth year, 
having been born Nov. 3, 1779, at 
Woodstown, in the county of 
Limerick. He was a son of Mr. 
George Gough, a gentleman of 
English descent, who was Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Limerick 
City Militia. At thirteen years 
of age Hugh Gough obtained a 
commission in his father’s regi- 
ment of militia, from which he 
was transferred to the Line, his 
commission in the Army dating 
Aug. 7, 1794. His first regiment 
was the 109th Foot, on the dis- 
banding of which he passed into 
the 78th Highlanders, which he 
joined in 1795 at the Cape of 
Good Hope, in time to take part 
in the capture of that place and 
in that of the Dutch fleet in 
Saldanha Bay. We next find him 
serving in the 87th (Royal Irish 
Fusiliers) in the West Indies, and 
resent at the attack on Porto 
ico and the capture of Surinam, 
and in St. Lucia. He had gained 
a high reputation when, in 
1809, he was sent to the 
Peninsula to join the army 
under the Duke of Wellington. 
As Major he had the temporary 
command of his regiment, then 
before Oporto, and at its head took 
part in the operations by which 
Soult was dislodged. In the 
battle of Talavera he was severely 
wounded in the side by a shell 
while charging the enemy, and 
had his horse shot under him. 
His conduct in this action was so 
distinguished that the Duke of 
Wellington recommended him 
for promotion to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy, urging, also, that this 
commission should be antedated 
from the date of his despatch ; 
and Gough was the first officer 
who ever received brevet rank for 
services performed in the field at 
the head of a regiment. The next 
battle in which he took part was 
that of Barrosa, where the co 
he commanded took, among the 
ils of battle, an eagle with a 
collar of gold, captured from the 
8th Regiment of the enemy’s light 
infantry, which has ever since 
been borne on the colours of the 
Royal Irish. We next find him 
taking part in the defence of 
Tarifa, where the portcullis tower 
and rampart, as the post of 
danger, were intrusted to him 
and his regiment. They greatly 
distinguished themselves in re- 
pulsing the final attack of the 
enemy; and the Royal Irish and 
their leader were mentioned with 
high praise in the General's 
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despatches. Their conduct was 
scarcely less distinguished at Vit- 
toria, where the 87th captured the 
baton of Marshal Jourdan. At 
Nivelle Gough was again severely 
wounded, and was rewarded for 
his gallantry with the gold cross, 
and shortly afterwards received 
the order of St. Charles from the 
King of Spain. For his services 
at Tarifa and elsewhere his coun- 
trymen, proud of him as an Irish- 
man, presented him with the free- 
dom of the city of Dublin and 
with a sword of honour. 
Returning to England at the 
end of the war, he enjoyed a brief 
respite from military duties; after 
which he was sent to take the 
command of the 22nd Foot, then 
stationed in the south of Ireland. 
At the same time he discharged 
the duties of a magistrate, pes | 
a period of great excitement an 
disturbance. In 1830, at the age 
of fifty-one, he attained the rank 
of field officer; and seven years 
later he proceeded to India in 
order to take the command of the 
Mysore division of the army. 
Difficulties arose at Canton, which 
led to the first British war in 
China; and the army of 4500 
effective soldiers was put under 
the command of Sir Hugh Gough, 
assisted by the fleet of Admiral 
Sir W. Parker. They ascended 
the river Yang-Tze-Kiang, de- 
feated the Chinese in repeated 
engagements, captured several 
populous cities, and were about 
to capture Nankin, when peace 
was made. On the conclusion 
of the Treaty of Nankin, in 1842, 
Sir Hugh Gough was created a 
Baronet and rey = with the 
Grand Cross of the Bath. He also 
received the thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament and of the 
East IndiaCompany. In August, 
1843, Sir —— Gough was ap- 
pointed to the post of Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India. He 
reached India in troublous times; 
but, having gained the two 
important victories of Maha- 
rajpore and Punniar, Lord 
Ellenborough was enabled to 
dictate a peace under the walls 
of Gwalior. Sir Hugh Gough’s 
next operations were against the 
Sikhs in the Punjaub, where he 
was ably seconded by his Penin- 
sular comrade who then held the 
Governor-Generalship —the late 
Lord Hardinge. The Sikhs had 
long shown signs of mischief, and 
in 1845 they crossed the Sutlej in 
vast numbers. The Governor- 
General was a soldier, but remem- 
bered that he held the supreme 
civil command, and that the com- 
mand of the troops belonged as of 
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right to his old companion in arms, Sir Hugh Gough, under whom, 
however, he volunteered to serve. Gough consented, and, sup- 
orted by Lord Hardinge, gave battle to the Sikhs at Moodkee, on | 
Jee. 18, and on the 21st at Ferozeshah, where he carried by 
assault the intrenched camp of the enemy, with ammunition, 
stores, and seventy piecesof cannon. This he followed up bya | 
third and more decisive victory, that of Sobraon, on the Sutlej, which | 
resulted in the total rout of the Sikhs and a peace dictated on | 
our own terms before Lahore. Sir Hugh Gough was created a peer, | 
in April, 1846, as Baron Gough, of Chinkinfoo, in China, and of 
Maharajpore and the Sutlej, in the East Indies, in the Peerage of 
the United Kingdom. But the Sikhs, though subdued for the time, 
were not conquered. In 1848 the Sikh war broke out again, and | 
Lord Gough was forced once more to take the field ; he went out to | 
meet them, and defeated them the fourth time at Ramnuggur, and 
again at the sanguinary and indecisive battle of Chillianwallah. 
His crowning victory was at Goojerat, where the Sikh power was 
finally broken, and the fugitives were pursued by Sir Walter Gilbert | 
beyond the Indus. Upon Lord Gough's return to England he was 
created Viscount Gough of Goojerat, in the Punjaub; he again 
received the thanks of both Houses of Parliament, with a 
pension of £2000 a year for himself and his two next suc- 
cessors in the peerage. The East India Company followed the | 
example of the Imperial Legislature, settling on him a pension. 
From that date Lord Gough saw no active service; but was 
appointed Colonel of the 60th Rifles in 1854, in the following year 
succeeded Lord Raglan as Colonel of the Royal Horse Guards, and 
in 1856 was sent to the Crimea to represent her Majesty at the 
investiture of Marshal Pelissier and a large number of our own and 
the French officers with the insignia of the Bath. In 1857 he was 
installed a Knight of the Order of St. Patrick; in 1859 he was 
sworn a Privy Councillor; in 1861 he was nominated a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Star of India, and was appointed to the 
honorary Colonelcy of the London Irish Rifle Volunteers; and 
in November, 1862, he received a Field Marshal's baton. He is 


succeeded in the peerage by his only son, George Stephens Gough, 
of Rathronan House, Tipperary, formerly Captain in the Grenadier 
Guards.

THE NEW MINISTRY. 


The Portraits of five members of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet appear 
on a page of this Number. They are Mr. Bright, President of the 
Board of Trade; Lord Kimberley, who is Lord Privy Seal; Lord 
De Grey and Ripon, Lord President of the Council; Lord 
Hartington, Postmaster-General; and Mz. Childers, First Lord of 
the Admiralty. The Portraits of the Prime Minister, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and the Lords of the Treasury, have 
already been published. 
The Right Hon. John Bright, President of the Board of Trade, 
though born and brought up in Lancashire, belongs to a Warwick- 
shire family; his father, Mr. Jacob Bright, cotton-spinner, of 
Greenbank, Rochdale, and of Crankyshaw Mills, being a Coventry 
man. He was born at Greenbank, Nov. 16, 1811, and was educated 
at a private school in Yorkshire, but was set to learn business while 
yet a boy, as he once remarked in the House of Commons that he 
had not been at college or at school since he was fifteen. He is well 
known to be a member of the Society of Friends. The Anti-Corn- 
Law League, formed at Manchester, in October, 1838, to take up 
the work commenced by the London Anti-Corn-Law Association 
in 1836, brought Mr. Bright, then a young man, just beginning to 
practise public speaking, into connection with Mr. Cobden, his 
senior, who was already an influential member of the Manchester 
Corporation and Chamber of Commerce. It was not, how- 
ever, till 1841 that Mr. Bright became a prominent advocate 
of the free-trade movement. He attended, as a delegate from 
Rochdale, the great conference and demonstration at the Crown 
and Anchor Tavern in London, when the Parliamentary Session of 
1842 was opened; he was one of the deputation who waited about 
that time on Sir James Graham, the Home Secretary, and on Lord 
Ripon and Mr. Gladstone, at the Board of Trade, to urge the 
necessity of repealing the corn laws; and his speech in June, at 
Herbert’s Hotel, in Palace-yard, where the conference again met, 
produced a great sensation by its terrible descriptions of the distress 
then prevailing throughout the country. Mr. Bright and Mr. 
Cobden then devoted themselves for two or three years to the 
mission of visiting almost every part of England and Scotland for 
the p of speaking on the corn-law question; and every one 
of middle age can now bear testimony to the extraordinary ability, 
the sincerity and integrity, with which they performed this great 
work of controversial persuasion. In April, 1843, there was a 
vacancy in the representation of the city of Durham. Mr. Cobden 
was already M.P. for Stockport; Mr. Bright became a candidate 
for Durham; he was opposed by Lord Dungannon. The latter was 
returned, but afterwards unseated on petition for bribery; and 
in July, by a majority of seventy-three, Mr. Bright was 
elected. He first spoke in the House of Commons on Aug. 7 
of that year, in support of Mr. William Ewart’s motion for a 
reduction of the oppressive Customs’ duties, and then appeal 
more forcibly than politely to Mr. Gladstone tocarry into ehtect his 
own free-trade doctrines. The Budget of Sir Robert Peel in 1845, 
which was in a great measure the work of Mr. Gladstone, roposing 
the abolition of all export duties and the removal of the import 
duties on four or five hundred materials of industry, was a practical 
answer tothis challenge. The Anti-Corn-Law League in that year 
gained vast influence and authority by its large pecuniary sub- 
scriptions to pay for lectures, meetings, pamphlets, newspapers, and 
tracts; by the success of its grand bazaar held in Covent Gagden 
Theatre for the same purpose; by the adhesion of several Liberal 
peers, and finally, by the prospect of a famine in Ireland, and of 
severe distress all over the kingdom in consequence of the _— 
rot. The consequence, as everybody knows, was the rapid con- 
version, not only of the Whig statesmen, butof Sir Robert Peel and 
his colleagues, to the principles of Free Trade; and the corn laws 
were repealed in the Session of 1846. Since that time, Mr. Bright's 
eloquence has been chiefly occupied with denunciations of war and 
military expenditure, with the advocacy of Parliamentary reform, 
and with constant attacks upon the laws of succession to landed 
property, especially the law of entail, which he regards as 
tal, above all, to the prosperity of an agricultural country 
like Ireland. He has a bestowed some attention on the 
government of India, and he once, so lo as 1844, 
obtained a Committee of Inquiry on the Game Laws. He retained 
his seat for Durham until the general election of 1847, when he 
was returned for Manchester. In 1857, when Lord Palmerston 
appealed to the country on the question of the war with China, 
Me Bright was rejected by Manchester; but in the same year, 
on the death of Mr. G. F. Muntz, he was elected member for 
Birmingham, which he has since uniformly represented. In 1839 
Mr. Bright married, firstly, the eldest daughter of Jonathan 
Priestman, “9 of Newcastle-upon-Tyne; and, secondly, the 
eldest daughter of William Leatham, Esq., of Wakefield. He is 
a partner with his brothers in the ee at Roch- 
dale, and in a carpet-printing business at Manc . One of his 
brothers, Mr. Jacob Bright, is M.P. for Manchester. The 
collected edition of Mr. Bright’s speeches, lately published by 
Macmillan and Co., in two handsome volumes, edited by the Rev. 
James Thorold Rogers, Professor of Political Economy at Oxford, 
has established his reputation as a classic English orator. It con- 
tains five speeches on India, delivered from 1853 to 1861; three on 
Canada, from 1865 to 1867; seven on the United States civil war 
and slavery, from 1861 to 1867; nine on Ireland, from the debate 
on the Maynooth grant, in 1845, to that on Mr. Gladstone's 
motion last year for the disestablishment of the Irish Church; 
four speeches, with a letter, on the Russian War; thirteen speeches 
on Parliamentary reform; and others on peace, free trade, foreign 
licy, financial policy, the taxing prerogative of the Commons, 
burdens on land, game laws, agricultural distress, the laws of 
landed estate, the punishment of death, the Maine liquor law, the 
lesiastical Titles Bill, the admission of Jews to Parliament, 
vurch ratea, and the Irish Church. It is probable, however, that 
weech of Mr. Bright has ever produced so great an effect as that 
he uttered on March 14, 1868, in the debate on Mr. Maguire's 
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tion concerning th ute of Ireland. This may be said to 
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have struck the key-note of that new Irish policy which Mr. 
Gladstone's Administration intends to carry into effect. 

The Right Hon. John Wodehouse, first Earl of Kimberley, 
third Baron Wodehouse, Lord Privy Seal, was born in 1826, and 


| succeeded his grandfather, the second Baron Wodehouse, in 1846. 


He was educated at Eton, and at Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
was a first class in classics. He was never in the House of Commons; 
and began his official career, as Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
in 1852, which office he continued to hold in successive Liberal 
Administrations until 1856, when he was appointed Ambassador to 
the Court of Russia. In 1859, during Lord Paimerston’s second 
Administration, Lord Kimberley returned to England, and resumed 
the post of Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. In 1864 he trans- 
ferred his services to the India Office as Under-Secretary. In that 
year he was raised to the dignity of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
on the resignation of the Earl of Carlisle, and exercised that 


| function until the retirement of Lord Russell’s Ministry, having 


previously been raised to the Earldom of Kimberley. His Lordship 
married, in 1847, the eldest daughter and coheiress of the last Earl 
of Clare. 

The Lord President of the Council, the Right Hon. George 
Frederick Samuel Robinson, third Earl De Grey and second Ear! 
of Ripon, was born in 1827, and succeeded his father as Earl of Ripon 


in January, 1859, and his uncle as Earl De Grey in November of | 


that year. His Lordship was for some time a somewhat prominent 


member of the House of Commons, in which, as Lord Goderich, he | 


sat for Hull (1852-3), for Huddersfield (1853-7), and for the West 
Riding of Yorkshire (1857-9). He first accepted office after he be- 
came a peer, and was Under-Secretary of State of War (1859-61), 
Under-Secretary for India (1861-3), when he resumed the post of 
Under-Secretary for War; from 1863 to 1866 he was Secretary 
State for War, and in the latter year was Secretary for India. He 
married, in 1851, the eldest daughter of Henry Vyner, Esq., and 
grand-daughter of his uncle, the late Earl De Grey. 

The Postmaster-General, the Right Hon. Spencer Compton 
Cavendish, Marquis of Hartington, is the eldest son of the Duke of 
Devonshire, and was born in 1833. He was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge.

He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, and, in 1851, went to 
Victoria, Australia, as a member of its then Crown Government. 
When representative institutions and responsible government were 


established in the colony, Mr. Childers was elected (in 1856) a | 
member of the first Legislative Assembly, and held a seat in the | 


first local Cabinet as Commissioner of Trade and Customs. In 1859 
he was an unsuccessful candidate for Pontefract. Having presented 
a petition against the return of Mr. Overend, which was, by agree- 
ment, withdrawn, the case was referred to Sir John Coleridge, who 
decided that Mr. Overend should withdraw; and Mr. Childers 
gained the seat, to which he was returned in 1865, and again at the 
late general election. In 1864 he was appointed by Lord Palmerston 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty ; and in 1865 he was transferred to the 

lace of Financial Secretary to the Treasury, on the retirement of 
Mr. Frederick Peel, who had lost his seat for Bury at the general 
election of that year. Mr. Childers married, in 1850, a daughter 
of G. A. Walker, Esq., of Norton, Worcestershire.

Her Majesty has signalised her accession to the list of Royal 
and noble authors by becoming patroness of the Booksellers’ 
Provident Institution, and testified her sympathy with its objects 
by a substantial donation to its funds. 


A project has lately been set on foot with a view of instituting a 
Royal Academy of Medicine. This academy will be formed by the 
union of the Royal Medical and Chirurgical, the Obstetrical, the 
Psychological Association, the Clinical, the Pathological, and the 
Epidemiological Societies. 

The sixteenth report of the Charity Commissioners for England 
and Wales has been issued. They have made, during the year 1868, 
2047 orders authorising sales of charity estates, building or other 
leases, transfers of stock, establishing new schemes, and application 
to the law courts. The amount of stock transferred in the year 
was £458,092. At the close of 1868 the total amount of the various 
stocks and shares vested in the official trustees was £3,443,029, held 
by them upon 4951 accounts. The only scheme the Commissioners 
had prepared during the past year with the view to its being sub- 
mitted to Parliament is for the Trevilson Charity, affecting Sthe 
parish of East Newlyn, in Cornwall.

— Consuls during Jan and February, 1869, have been 
rinted. The instalment issued contains a report by Sir John 
Bebright on the trade and commerce of the i of Cephalonia for 
the year 1867; a general report, by Mr. Consul-General Playfair, 
on Algeria; a re by Mr. Consul Mark, on the trade and com- 
merce of Marseilles during the year 1867; a report, by Consul 
Captain W. F. Segrave, on the trade and commerce of Réunion for 
1867; a description of the Michaelmas Fair of Leipsic, by Mr. 
Consul-Gen Crowe; a report, by Mr. Consul Moore, with refer- 
ence to trade and other matters in Jerusalem during the year 1868 ; 
and one from Mr. Consul Walker, on the trade and commerce of 
North and South Carolina. 


Picturesquely situated on the side of one ofthe Surrey hills, 
about four miles from Croydon, is a handsome building which re- 
resente the successful establishment of an institution, founded in 
844 by the late Dr. Andrew Reed, for the maintenance and educa- 
tion of fatherless children. Children of both sexes are received 
from all parts of the kingdom, one third of those now in the asylum 
having come from the country, and the remaining portion from 
the metropolitan district. In all 400 children have been clothed, fed, 
and educated. The number of children at present in the institution 
is 266. Theannualexpenditure is £8000 ; and there are, unfortunately, 
liabilities outstanding to the amount of £5000. The anniversary 
festival of this charity was held at the London Tavern, on Tuesday 
evening, under the presidency of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who 
was supported b r. C. Reed, M.P. (son of the founder), the 
Sheriffs of London and Middlesex, Sir F. Lycett, and others. The 
chairman made an earnest appeal on behalf of the charity, and 
gave ‘‘ Prosperity to the Asylum for Fatherless Children."” The 
result was a promise of subscriptions amountihg to £1300.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 
The Americans have their new President, to whom all Englishmnen 
wish all success in the difficult work which is before him. The ex- 
President, in what is termed his Valedictory, hopes that the for- 
bearance of the nation will be extended to his successor. Mr. 
Andrew Johnson reminds his countrymen that he might have been 
in a very different position had he chosen to be a party leader, and 
that his popularity would have been unbounded had he, instead of 
disbanding an enormous army which was by no means inclined to 
be got rid of, proclaimed war upon the French for their intervention 
in Mexico. But his sole ambition was to restore the Union. The 
Civil War he describes as a stupendous and deplorable mistake. He 
then gives a biographical sketch of Sylla, a flight of classicality 
which may entice some of his readers into an idea that he has for- 
gotten Charybdis, and proceeds to show that the American Con- 
stitution has been rendered nugatory by party. The servants of 
the people have broken their trust, and violated their oaths, and 
have wickedly sought to keep open wounds which he, had he been 
permitted, would long since have closed. He refers to his own 
impeachment as a proof of the factious spirit which has done so 
much harm; and he warns the Americans to insist on State govern- 
ment. Millions of them have more right to complain of what they 
have undergone than their ancestors had of old British tyranny. 
With a hope that Young America will resist the growing tendency 
to centralisation, Mr. Johnson lays down the “robe of office."’ So 
passes from an exalted stage a chief magistrate who attained his 
place by the most deplorable of accidents, and whose dauntless pluck 
might in other circumstances have given him the opportunity of 
taking a less lachrymose farewell. May his successor’s be in a 
different key ! 


Let me respectfully but heartily congratulate the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. Not only on the delightful and successful tour 
they have accomplished, and on the splendid way in which the 
wonders of Egypt have been exhibited to them (few could read Dr.

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The Authentic Historical Memoirs of Louis Charles, Prince 
Royal, Dauphin of France. The compilation and commentary by 
his two eldest sons, William and Augustus Meves. (William 
Ridgway.) Notwithstanding the power of instinct, even to the 
extent to which it is developed in dogs and Falstaffs, there is fre- 
quently a mistake about the personality of the true Prince. It 
would require quite an arithmetical, as well as genealogical and 
historical, feat to calculate how many thrones in the best-known 
parts of the globe are occupied as they certainly would not be if 
hereditary claims only were considered, or if everybody had justice 
done. To say nothing of Sardinian and Modenese claimants, it is 
well known that the sceptre of Great Britain ought, if a 
certain view of dynasties were taken, to pass into the hands of 
a Ryves; and nothing more than a capacious swallow is demanded 
to acknowledge the thousand and second but really direct heir to 
the much-disputed crown of France in a Royal personage whose 
pretensions are rather disguised than ed beneath the name of 
Meves. It is boldly asserted (not now for the first time) that a 
gentleman who, having been for some three-score years and ten, 
more or less, known as Augustus Meves, died suddenly in London, 
on May 9, 1859, should have reigned over France as Youis XVIL., 
and was really the Dauphin, son of Louis XVI. and Marie 
Antoinette.

after a lapse of many years and after the death of Mrs. Meves, 
when he came out in the character of the pretender 


Naundorff; that Mr. Meves, father of Augustus, showed his 
respect for the memory of Marie Antoinette and for the oath 
of secrecy which she is supposed to have taken of him by 
describing the Dauphin as his own reputed illegitimate son; and 
that, though the sup’ Dauphin had no doubt of his ability to 
prove to the satisfaction of all unprejudiced persons that he was the 
true heir to the crown of France, he was prevented from pressing 
his claims by the not at all well-grounded fear of losing the £12,000 
he was wo’ And yet feelers were put out; he was seen in 1815 
(p. 18), and (as most people would conclude) disowned by the 
Duchess of Angouléme ; and su uently, in 1830 (p. 56), he re- 
quested that he might be gran an interview with the same 
amiable Duchess on several grounds, of which one was that he had 
‘+a mole below the chest on the middle of the stomach,’’ but the 
Duchess was proof against the flattering request. Of course, it 
would have been more satisfactory if the Duchess had been more 
condescending ; but to perfectly disinterested persons it would seem 
pretty clear that in 1816, when “he was taken intentionally to the 
Argyle Rooms by Mrs. Meves, so that her Royal Highness might 
see him, and be personally assured of his (her brother’s) existence

In as the whole volume 
is, the most interesting part is that in w the author treats of 
the real or eupposed neglect and di jation from which the 
scientific soldier is represented as suffering. If the evil be real, let 
us hope that the remedial signs which are to be observed in the 
history of the Abyssinian ¢ ition may be but the precursors of a 
complete cure, ere can be no doubt that the “ ignorant, obso- 
lete, old English bulldog system of open fighting”’ no longer pays; 
and that the pick, and the shovel, and the flag-signal, anc 
all the concomitants of intelligent warfare are the instru- 
ments upon which for the future great, if not the 
greatest, reliance must be placed by those who are determined 
to win the victory ; and the author does them ample justice. Nor 
does he fail to support his arguments by evidence borrowed from 
the late civil war in the United States; and he a dis a very 
instructive ‘‘report of the chief engineer of the United States 
army,’’ from which some idea may be formed of the gious 
extent to which fleld-works were thrown up on both sides. It is 
the fashion nowadays to call in question nearly all the famous 
sayings attributed to more or’lems Tamows men under more or less 
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“the appearance of wd my the desolate | 
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memorable circumstances; and therefore it is right that every 
opportunity should be taken of preventing the establishment of an 
error about a reported saying or a reported sayer. Surely some- 
body did say on a never-to-be-forgotten occasion, ‘‘C ’est mag- 
nifique, mais ce n’est pas la guerre.’”’ Now, whosaid so? Did not 
General Bosquet? But at page 316 our author attributes the 
saying to General Canrobert. It is of no great consequence, 
perhaps; but hereafter the iconoclast will have had one destructive 
missile put into his hands if he can show that either General 
Bosquet or General Canrobert (whichever may have wrongly gained 
the credit of the remark) never said anything of the kind. 


Curiosities of the Pulpit. By Thomas Jackson, M.A. (James 
Hogg and Son.) The author of this volume, which will serve 
admirably to beguile occasional hours, whether the reader’s mood 
be grave or light, is described upon the title as ‘* Prebendary 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral and Rector of Stoke Rowiagten: ** and one 
is, therefore, not astonished to find that he has treated his subject 
with more fulness and personal zeal than would have been likely to 
distinguish the labours of a mere laic compiler. The work may be 
divided into two parts, whereof one is instructive and the other 
entertaining: the former shows the manner in which great preachers 
have been wont to preach from the days of St. Chrysostom down 
to almost the present day (when great preachers are not by any means 
as the sand upon the sea-shore); the latter consists of anecdotes 
which are chiefly amusing and, so far as they are amusing, from 
the nature of the case slightly, or more than slightly, profane. 
At least, if they were told by a layman they might seem to smack 
of profanity ; and this consideration increases the satisfaction one 
feels at reflecting that the retailer of them isin holy orders. The 
mere layman would be liable to suffer from misconception; but it 
is impossible to attribute any but the best motives to a reverend 
gentleman who makes his appreciation of his high calling so clear 
that he would not of course put the most sacred matters in a 
ridiculous light for the sole purpose of raising a laugh, but would 
be moved only by a desire of showing to what peculiarities and 
eccentricities devout men have from time to time had re- 
course as the most successful bait for catching souls. 
The author's store is full of things new and old; but 
one would be inclined to allow that there is a great preponderance 
of the new over the old. Specimens of American preaching are 
freely given; and in them, as will be readily imagined, the profane 
or semi-profane element has to be taken very nearly ‘“‘neat.’’ Nor 
is there  ! lack of those stories (one had almost written ‘‘myths’’) 
of which the point is the sudden, instantaneous conversion of the 
hardened sinner who “‘ came to scoff, and remained to pray.’’ We 
have all heard of such 1 person; but it does not seem to be certain 
that he has ever been seen in the flesh by any trustworthy narrator ; 
and a suspicion creeps into the sceptical mind, and a doubt occurs, 
whether the instantaneous convert ought not to be set down as a 





member of that fabulous family whose mother was Mrs. Harris. | 


The prototype of all such converts is to be discovered, as 
some people suppose, in the young Grecian reprobate, about 
whom every schoolboy has read, who, flushed with wine 
and crowned with flowers, came noisily from the house of revelry 
to where a sage was lecturing in the open air; who halted to 
** chaff,’’ and remained to listen; who was electrified by the words 
of wisdom, threw down his chaplet, sought counsel of the wise 
man, and himself by degrees became a chief of sages. And that 
young Grecian reprobate, it is believed, never had any real exist- 
ence—at any rate, as a converted reprobate. One of the most 
quietly-humorous anecdotes is told of a Puritan preacher who said, 
** Now, to be brief, I remark, eighteenthly ” And one of the 
most solemnly witty and scathingly sarcastic sayings was the reply 
of Boileau ween Louis XIV. asked for information about M. Le 
Tourneau, after whom every one was running. ‘“‘Sire,’’ said 
Boileau, ‘‘your Majesty knows that people always run after 
novelties. This man preaches the Gospel.’’ The compiler says :— 
“It may be doubted whether the art of preaching has declined; "’ 
nevertheless, he appears to have compiled his volume with the 
hope of stimulating preachers ‘‘to try to preach a better sermon— 
one more calcula’ to win a soul.”’ t is to be feared, however, 
that of the styles of which specimens are given none is adapted to 
the present age, unless, indeed, we might hope to have the style of 
St. Chrysostom combined with whatever else is to be expected from 
the culture of our day: contortionists, jokers, sons of Boanerges, 
parodists of Scripture, and melodramatic actors we assuredly do 
not want. 

Lucrezia Borgia, Duchess of Ferrara. By William Gilbert. 
(Hurst and Blackett.) Perhaps infamous would be an epithet 
wrongfully applied to Lucrezia Borgia, the heroine of Donizetti's 
beautiful opera; perhaps she was as virtuous as the Lucretia of 
ancient Rome; perhaps she was, if not as wise as a serpent, at any 
rate as harmless as a dove; perhaps she was pure as snow and cold 
as ice, and yet could not escape calumny ; perhaps she was a melan- 
choly proof that the sins of the fathers are, even in reputation. 
visited upon the children. At any rate, she has met with yet 
another whitewasher, whose whitewashing materials, it is hinted, 
have been extracted from ‘‘rare and unpublished documents.”’ 
Hereupon fond memory recalls a question often asked in the days 
of childhood, ‘‘Where is the peck of pepper that Peter Piper 

icked ’’ Where are the “rare and unpublished documents ?’’ 
Jestiges of them in our author’s two volumes are undoubtedly very 
rare.

(Charles Griffin and Co.) Any information touching 
the lady who wrote ‘“‘The Land o’ the ** “ Caller Herrin,’’ 
n,’’ should be 
thankfully received; and there is now an opportunity of reading a 
great deal about her in the agreeable and well-stocked pages of a 
very Sane volume, Not only as a songstress but also as a woman 
the mess Nairne is deserving of study and admiration. The 
editor has a ded copious notes, which are a valuable and useful 
addition. There is also a glossary, of which it must be said that, 
though it is not altogether unserviceable, it is decidedly meagre ; 

as it is, it contains expressions which needed no ex- 

lanation, at the same time that it omits words which it would have 

a kindness, so far as the ordinary English reader is concerned, 

to explain. On the whole, however, the book seems to have had great 
and tender care bestowed upon it, and bids fair to be a favourite. 


Beatrice, and other Poems. By the Hon. Roden Noel. (Macmillan 
and Co.) If there were a Parnassian as there is an Alpine club, 
the author of this elegant volume containing poems of no mean 


| order would have a claim to election as one of not the least worthy 





members. Everybody must acknowledge the many beauties of his 
numbers; some, it is to be feared, will maintain that there is one 
glaring defect. His muse does not discourse English. It must not 
be inferred that he is ungrammatical exactly, although his unspar- 
ing and occasionally indefensible use of the adjective instead of the 

verb is beyond the utmost limit of poetical license; but he is un- 
English in manner. The way in which his constructions 
are involved, his meaning is p BW and his epithets are 
piled one upon another, reminds one rather of the lyrical 
portions of a Greek drama than of the method employed by 
great poets whose titles to greatness are based in some degree 
u their habit of clothing their greatest thoughts in plain 

nglish. There are, no doubt, cases in which a multiplicity of 
— serves admirably for describing briefly and strikingly any 
object which is many-sided or many-coloured; but a purposeless 
heaping of unnecessary adjectives upon one poor substantive is to 
the native English vision almost as grotesque as the sight of half a 
dozen boys mounted upon one poor horse: the substantive, just as 
the horse, is overladen and weakened without being rend more 
picturesque. But it is more pleasant to dwell upon the author's 
richness of imagination, vividness of ion, command of 
language, and abundance of nerve and feeling. Nor is it right to 





pass over without notice the effective manner in which he occasion- 
ally deals with rhythm: the ruggedness which may often be due to 
carelessness is also evidently due not seldom to intention and the 
exercise of art. 

In Silk Attire. By William Black. (Tinsley.) This story is 
an example of the ruthless manner in which novelists put to death 
the most loveable creature they have created from a dogged deter- 
mination to carry out a preconceived plot. This murder of the 
innocents gives occasion, no doubt, for the introduction of a touching 
scene; but pathos is but a sorry excuse for barbarity and for wound- 
ing a reader's feelings. To speak seriously, the author would have 
conferred a favour had he discovered a less disagreeable manner of 
escaping from a deliberately constructed dilemma. Some people, 
moreover, will think that there is no good reason why the love of 
two women, each of whom had attractions, outward and visible as 
well as inward and spiritual, sufficient to fit out half a dozen of the 
ordinary stamp, should have been the portion of the fortunate 
hero: he has his good points, certainly; but his chief recommenda- 
tion appears to be his air of “‘ ancient Briton;’’ and surely such 
fortuitous merit would have been amply rewarded by the winning 
of a single heart. There is good, vigorous writing; there are 
evidences of mental culture; there are striking descriptions; and 
there are characters drawn with a proper regard for psychological 
rule and for distinct outline. All this was to be expected; for the 
writer has been encountered before. On the other hand, there is 
less originality and more diffuseness than would have been ex- 
pected; the tone occasionally is very nearly coarse; the society, 
which is for the most part theatrical, is far from pleasant and not 
very interesting; so much wine-drinking is introduced that the 
atmosphere seems to be charged with intoxicating fumes; and the 
plot is both meagre and commonplace. Indeed, the author evidently 
does not lay much stress upon plot : he isa portrait-painter and a 
scene-painter, and in both capacities something more than good. 

Maxims by a Man of the World, By the Author of “ Lost Sir 
Massingberd,”’ &c. ¢ insley.) There is in this volume some very 
lively, agreeable, and not unprofitable reading. The title must 
not mislead people into suppos' that they have offered to them 
anything in the style of Lord Chesterfield’s letters ; the ** Man of 
the World’’ ap to be quite a different sort of person from what 
his assumed style and title would suggest. He shows unmistakable 
symptems of. not having been able to get rid of his heart und of 
using his language to betray and not to conceal his thoughts. 
According to his maxims, it is worth while to do kind actions with- 
out any sinister motives; to disregard money in comparison with 
conscientiousness; to “‘love but one maiden only,’’ marry her, 
and be a veritable Abraham; to learn “ high thoughts and 
honourable words, and courtliness, and the desire of 
fame, and love of truth, and all that makes a man;”’ 
and to remember that of all pleasures there is “‘none like the 
pleasure of doing good to others.’’ The author indulges in no 
profound philosophical speculations and propounds no novel or 
elaborate system of ethics; but he sometimes hits a nail a playful 
blow exactly in the middle of the head. There is the authority of 
Horace for saying that it is possible to tell plain truths in a laugh- 
ing manner: and thisis the ‘‘man of the world’s’’ way ; he lectures 
with joke, and pun, and pleasant illustration. He is great on the 
subject of children, and it is no loss of time to read what he has to 
say about them. It may be true that, if children are a nuisance, 
it is because they have been badly brought up; but many bachelors 
will be disposed to say, ‘‘then how many children are bad brought 
up!"’ The author seems to be, or to have been, an itor of a 
popular periodical; and in that capacity he makes some curious 
revelations, and gives some friendly hints to literary aspirants, 
The author is probably ironical when he writes:—“It is 
generally useless for a young hand to attempt reviews. These 

uire, more than almost any other sort of writing, ripe judgment 
and well-seasoned brains.’’ The experience of others would lead 
them to say that the young hand is generally set to work first on 
reviews; for the reason, no doubt, that anybody can find out the 
mote in his neighbour's eye and stick pins into his neighbour's 
calyes whilst the neighbour is bound hand and foot. The author 
seems never to have taken kindly to Latin and Greek, and falls foul 
of the system to which he was a victim at public school and uni- 
versity; but it is to be feared that no system can ever be invented 
whereby everybody shall be at the top of the tree and get the 
material advantages of that position. Would it be unpardonable to 
allude to sour grapes ? 

Uncle Peter's Fairy-Tale for the Nineteenth Century. Edited 
by Elizabeth M. Sewell. (Longmans.) This isa little volume con- 
taining a playful sort of satire upon some of the more or less 


| amiable weaknesses of the age. A mixture of fancifulness, droll-

ness, quaintness, and common (and uncommon) sense, taken when- 
ever there is an opportunity during the day, is frequently found to 
be beneficial to the mental and moral constitution, especially in the 
case of the young; and such a mixture is here put within easy 
reach. It is very wholesome and, incredible as the statement ma 
appear to those who are accustomed to connect wholesomeness wit 
nastiness, very palatable. 

Tinker sop. By John Vickers. (Longmans.) This 
volume contains “little lessons for the age,’’ inculcated, as the 
reader is requested to suppose, by a travelling tinker who, in the 
course of his peregrinations, enters into all sorts of disputations 
with all sorts of persons, upon all sorts of subjects, and points his 
observations with a fable: hence the title. Nearly all the more 
prominent political and social questions of the day are briefly treated 
of; and the brevity of the lessons, combined with the form in 
which they are conveyed, renders them a by no means irksome or 
unprofitable means of lightening an occasional load of leaden minutes.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES.

Mr. F. A. Abel, F.R.S., principal ch 
t, gave a discourse, yesterday week, on the 
Electricity to Naval and Military Purposes, illustrated by diagrams, 
specimens, and very many experiments. After a brief historical 
sketch of the general progress in the utilisation of the electric cur- 
rent, he proceeded to consider its application as an agent in 
exploding mines. This was done first by the French military 
engineers, who, about thirty years ago, by means of a voltaic cur- 
rent, heated to redness a wire inserted in a charge of gunpowder. 
This method was employed in England to destroy the Round Down 
Cliff at Dover and remove the wreck of the Royal George at Spit- 
head. Asthis plan (still in use) is defective in some points, foreign 
military engineers, as early as 1853, studied the use of the other 
sources of electricity as explosive agents; and in 1855, at the sug- 
gestion of Sir Charles Wheatstone, the subject was referred to 
the ordnance select committee at Woolwich. A long series 
of experiments, carried on chiefly by Mr. Abel, resulted 
in the production of a very delicate electric fuze, adapted for use 
with several varieties of electric apparatus as exploding agents— 
especially magneto-electric machines, in which permanent magnets 
constitute the source of electricity, and which are by far the most 
convenient for land mining operations. Very compact but powerful 
exploding instruments were also devised by Sir Charles Wheatstone, 
and are extensively used for military and industrial purposes. As 
very efficient agents for exploding large numbers of charges simul- 
taneously, Mr. Abel especially commented on the frictional electric 
machines, made of hardened indiarubber, invented by Baron von 
Ebner, an Austrian officer; and the dynamo-electric machines, in 
which mechanical force is transformed into electricity, as constructed 
by Wheatstone, Siemens, and Ladd. The application of electricity 
to the explosion of submarine mines or torpedoes is of recent date ; 
but long ago attempts were made to destroy ships, booms, &c., by 
means of submerged charges of gunpowder, to be ignited by 
some self-acting mechanism, started either by clockwork, at 
a fixed time, or by collision with the ship. Such con- 
trivances were used during the siege of Antwerp, in 1583, 
and by the English at Rochelle in 1628. The destruction, for 
experimental purposes, of the Dorothea, off Walmer, by Mr. Fulton, 
in 1805; and of the John o’ Gaunt, off Brighton, by Captain 
Warner, in 1844, were effected by means of clockwork and self- 
action torpedoes; and some of these apparatus, placed in the 
Baltic by the Russians, but for their small size, would have been 
destructive to several of our ships in 1854; and such torpedoes 
formed a very formidable warlike agent in the hands of the Con- 
federates in the late American war, twenty-five Federal vessels 
being either destroyed or seriously injured by their means. At the 
termination of the war or was coming into use as the 
explosive agent. In conclusion, Mr. Abel referred to the supe- 
riority of electrical over mechanical torpedoes; and stated some 
of the results of the investigations of a Government Committee of 
which he was a member in regard to the application of passive 
and active obstructions in coast defence. He described the 
action of self-acting and electric torpedoes at the will of an operator, 
and the conditions to be fulfilled by the arrangements; and he 
showed that voltaic batteries of constant power, with the aid of the 
new electric fuzes, satisfied all practical requirements more 
Gane than any other source of electricity. The great ease 
with which these batteries can be kept in order and even extem- 
porised in very simple and portable forms out of materials always 
at hand was then demonstrated; and it was shown that, by the use 
of electrical tests applied to torpedoes at any time after they are 
placed in position, positive knowledge can be readily obtained 
respecting their efficiency. Mr. W. R. Grove, Q.C., vice-president, 
was in the chair. 

Professor Odling, in his ninth lecture on Hydrogen and its Ana- 
logues, given on Saturday last, resumed the consideration of the 
modes by which hydrogen is liberated from its combinations. 
Adverting to the preceding lecture, he said that the burning of 
hydrogen had been shown to be an act taking place of itself, when 
the necessary conditions were present, in which it resembled the 
falling of a weight from the ceiling to the floor; while the un- 
burning of hydrogen was an enforced act, similar to that of raising 
a weight from the floor to the ceiling—its unburning being effected 
through the burning of some other more calorifacient substance. 
This was illustrated by the action of ordinary water upon sodium, 
of warm water upon magnesium, and of acidulated water upon zinc. 
In all these cases oxides were formed by the combination of the 
oxygen of the water with the metals; the hydrogen being liberated. 
This action was attributed to the power of burning in the metals 
being greater than in the hydrogen. After commenting on the per- 
formance of work both in the falling weight and in the combustion 
of hydrogen in air or oxygen, and the power of doing work mani- 
fested or exhausted in the evolutions of motion and heat respec- 
tively, Professor Odling explained and illustrated the methods by 
which the falling power is measured by the quantity of the matter 
and the distance fallen through, and the burning power measured 
by the quantity of matter heated and the range of temperature 
passed through. In regard to the measurement of heat, however, 
the kind as well as the quantity of matter must be considered, since 
(as was shown by experiment) the heat necessary to raise the tem- 

rature of a given weight of paraffin oil to a given point is less than 
half that required to raise the temperature of the same weight of 
water to the same point. The Professor then explained how, in 
relation to the determination of the specific heat of various bodies, a 
standard had been adopted, by denominating as a “unit of heat’’ 
the quantity of heat required to raise the temperature of a kilo- 
gramme of water (about 2}Ib.) one degree centigrade. Among the 
very interesting illustrations were the determination of the amount 
of heat given off when the products of combustion were 
through water, and the great heat of the oxy-hydrogen flame, shown 
by its melting the almost infusible platinum, and burning graphite 
and zinc. 

The Rev. Frederic W. Farrar, M.A., F.R.S., of Harrow, on 
Tuesday last, devoted his concluding lecture on Comparative 
Philology to the large groups of languages in some works termed 
the Turanian family—a name which he protested -.— as illusory 
and unscientific, since in it are comprised a mass of languages very 
imperfectly known, and differing from each other as much as they 
Se =.

In his concluding re- 
marks, after referring to the leading characteristics of various great 
races, such as the negritian cruelty of the Egyptians and the placid 
sensuality of the Chinese, Mr. Farrar said that to the science and 
strength of the Aryan, inspired and ennobled by the religious 
thoughts revealed to the Semite, the immediate future of the world 
belongs ; that natural energy will be the instrument of his unceasing 
progress, and that his adopted faith should be the guarantee of his 
justice and his charity. Other races, whether equal or inferior, 
should be looked upon as intrusted to his keeping, as children, with 
him, of a common God and heirs of a common immortality. The 
lecture was illustrated by numerous verbal examples and specimens 
of the grammatical structure of the languages discussed. 
No lectures will be given in Passion and Easter weeks. 


MUSIC. 


The publication of the Royal Italian Opera programme of 
arrangements for the ensuing season sets at rest the many conflict- 
ing reports which have been current as to the future of that 
establishment. The official announcement now made by the 
directors of that and of Her Majesty's Theatre confirms the fact 
of a fusion of the interests of both. As formerly stated, the band 
will be the splendid orchestra of the Royal Italian Opera, with one 
or two changes only—Mr. Carrodus, principal violin of Her 
Majesty’s Theatre, now replacing M. Sainton in that capacity. 
The chorus will be a selection from the choristers of 
both establishments, which will ensure an improvement on its 
former condition. An important result of the coalition will 
be a rare assemblage of great solo-singers. Thus to the names of 
Madame Adelina Patti and Mdlle. Pauline Lucca are added those 
of Mdlle. Nillson, Malle. Titiens, and Mdlle. De Murska. That 
excellent and versatile artist Mdlle. Sinico is also in the list of 

rincipal sopranos ; the contraltos being Mdlles. Grossi and Scalchi. 

he name of Signor Mario disappears this season, the principal 
tenors being Signori Tamberlik and Mongini, who are supple- 
mented by Signor Naudin and some valuable members of 
both companies. The co-operation of two such admirable 
baritones as Mr. Santley and Signor Graziani is another 
consequence of the present combination. Signor Bagagiolo 
is again the basso profondo, and Signor Ciampi the buffo, the list 
of baritones and basses, including also the names of Signori Cotogni, 
Tagliafico, and Foli, and others of former seasons. Some prospect 
is held out of the production of M. Thomas's ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ in which 
Mdlle. Nilsson’s exquisite performance as Ophelia has created so 
great a sensation during the past two years at Paris. Some inte 
resting revivals are also promised, in addition to the unparalleled 
double répertoire of last rom Amongst the changes in the present 
arrangements is the replacing of Mr. Costa by Signor Arditi as 
conductor, which office is to be divided with a coadjutor not yet 
named. All promises well for the success of the approaching season, 
which is to commence on Tuesday week. 

The last Monday Popular Concert was appropriated to the benefit 
of Madame Arabella Goddard, whose name has been prominently 
associated with these entertainments from their commencement. 
As on a similar occasion, just two years since, Madame Goddard 
chose the great sonata of Beethoven, op. 106, for her solo per- 
formance, a work which as far transcends all other pianoforte 
pieces in extent and elaboration as the same composer’s ninth 
symphony exceeds other orchestral works. In both, the ultimatum 
of exhaustive development seems to have been attained, while the 
pianoforte piece appears to leave no possibility of exceeding it in 
intricate difficulty of execution. Each of its four movements is on 
the largest scale and in the grandest style. The first allegro has 
all the elevation and amplitude of the symphonic form, with 
passages of exquisite grace and delicacy, as of intensity and power. 
These characteristics are admirably contrasted by the light and 
playful humour of the scherzo which follows, and which offers 
something like a retrospect of the composer’s more transparent 
earlier style. The noble and solemn adagio is perhaps the most 
remarkable of the many remarkable instances of Beethoven's 
unapproached power in rendering the pianoforte a medium 
for the expression of the deepest emotional sentiment and the 
grandest art-development. The many elaborate executive difficulties 
of all these portions of the sonata shrink into comparative insig- 
nificance when compared with those of the final fugue, in which 
the complex involvements of subject and counter-subject, with the 
discursive passages, including those perplexing (to the player) 
series of shakes, are such as to test the courage and powers of a 
Liszt or a Thalberg. So enormous, indeed, is the difficulty of this 
portion of the sonata that it can but rarely be heard either in 
public or in private; and we have again to recognise those high 
and rare executive powers, and that careful and minute study, by 
means of which Madame Goddard has on several occasions enabled 
large numbers to hear this exceptional work performed with an 
accuracy as rare as it is admirable. Madame Goddard's other 

rformance consisted of Beethoven's “‘ Kreutzer’’ sonata, con- 
jointly with Herr Joachim, also as at her benefit concert two years 
since. 

The last Crystal Palace concert brought forward Mendelsson’s 
overture to ‘* Die Hochzeit des Camacho,’’ an opera composed when 
he was about sixteen, and produced at Berlin in 1829. Although 
this work has been published for many years in pianoforte arrange- 
ments, neither the score nor the parts have yet been printed; 
and it was by the loan of manuscripts from the composer's family 
that the first orchestral performance of the overture in this country 
was enabled to be given on Saturday. The wim, ont beauty 
of this composition (written, apparently, under influence of 
Weber's style) is well known to most pianoforte players from its 
duet arrangement; but the alternate and of 
its instrumentation were first manifested here in this ‘ormance,

THE THEATRES. 


The performances at Drury Lane, with the alternations of cha- 
racter, are exciting much public interest, ae evident from the 
crowded state of the theatre during the week. The interchange of 
the parts of Falstaff and Hotspur between Mr. Phelps and Mr. 
Dillon has been especially fortunate, so be ge! competent have 
both actors been to the performance of either réle. r. Dillon’s 
representation of Hotspur was remarkably happy ; vi im- 
mous, and chivalric, its merits weve at once by the 
ouse and eyes applauded. Nor was his Falstaff without force 
and humour, and in some parts had a breadth of execution for 
which we were not quite pre . There was even a degree of 
tenderness in it which entitled the old fat to our sympathies, 
even when most to our censure. . Dillon gave full ex- 
pression to his wit, and abounded in unction. It would be 
superfiuous now to criticise Mr. Phelps’s rendering of the same 
character. It is sufficient to say that he played it with evident 








care and conscientious pains, and brought out the salient points with 
remarkable effect. Mr. Phelps was singularly demonstrative in 
Hotspur ; his bearing was courteous and spirited, and distinguished 
by juvenile fire. This successful assumption of youth was note- 
worthy in an actor who has so long held the boards in graver and 
elder parts. On Monday Lord Lytton’s tragedy of ‘‘ Richelieu’’ was 
performed, the characterbeing played by Mr. T.C. King, for the first 
time at this theatre. Mr. King has long been anartiste of re pute, and 
is an elegant actor, who performs generally with remarkable neatness. 
His taste is refined, and his delivery of the text is set off with all 
the advantages of a fine voice. He was frequently applauded and 
summoned before the curtain with great enthusiasm. On Tuesday 
Mr. Dillon took his benefit, appearing as Lear, a part which he 
always plays with great power. The tragedy was followed by ‘* The 

ing’s Musketeers,’’ Mr. Dillon sustaining the character of 
D’ Artagnan with his usual felicity. 

A new farce has been produced at the Adelphi, entitled “ A 
Day’s Fishing.’ When we state that it has been adapted from the 
French by Mr. J. Maddison Morton, we say nearly all that can be 
said in its favour. A part is provided for Mr. Belmore, who 
eee as Mr. Wimbledon Waggs, and makes the utmost possible 
of a rather unthankful character.

It is illustrated with 
good scenery, and is well acted. 


FINE ARTS. 

At the gallery of the Institute of Painters in Water Colours, Pall- 
mall, an exhibition has been formed (to remain open a fortnight) of 
the collected and “‘remaining’’ works of the late E. H. Wehnert, 
for many years a prominent member of the institute, who died 
not long back at a comparatively early age. These records and 
indications of a life’s work are—even more than similar gatherings 
usually are—not a little pathetic, and their assemblage will, to a 
certain extent, serve to brighten a reputation which had in recent 
years somewhat waned, owing partly, perhaps, to the artist's 
attention having been, as here shown, diverted to oil painting and 
decorative design. In this collection we see an ardent, ambitious 
mind grappling with subjects of extreme difficulty, and sometimes 
of great complexity, often far above the ordinary range of British 
artists, especially in water colours. A stron tentloney to the 
dramatic is manifest, inclining occasionally to the terrible and the 
fantastic. This latter bias is probably referable to the artist’s 
German extraction and education; to which also are attributable 
the frequent choice of themes from German literature and history. 
The aim at a large “‘historical”’ style of figure-drawing, noticeable 
particularly in the earlier works, is doubtless due to his two years’ 
study in Paris, and an ample field was afforded for its manifestation 
in the large cartoon of the ‘Allegory of Justice,’’ which was 
entered in the Westminster Hall competition of 1845 (for the paint- 
ing of frescoes in Westminster Palace), and is here re-exhibited. A 
few copies in oil from pictures by the old masters appear to be 
among the earliest works here: and to practice in that medium is 
probably due the uncommon force of effect and richness of colour- 
ing of Mr. Wehnert’s water-colour drawings. As a sample of the 
power of colour and effect the artist attained in the latter, we may 
select the large drawing, ‘‘Sir Thomas Gresham's Gift of the 
Royal Exchange to the City of London,’’ which was exhibited in 
1851. But Mr. Wehnert’s colourist-faculty appears, as might be 
expected, to most advantage in decorative designs; although in 
these, as in all his efforts, there is great inequality of merit. A 
roundel of a floating figure on a gold ground is, however, a work of 
very considerable ability. Several sketches of nymphs, likewise, 
are strikingly brilliant and beautiful in colour; but excellent design- 
ing power is also shown even in some pen-and-ink sketches of 
designs for hunting and fish knives. Very frequently—as is so often 
the case—Mr. Wehnert’s sketches are preferable to his completed 
drawings; and collectively his studies and sketches bear remarkable 
testimony to the activity and varied fertility of his mind. If we in- 
quire—and it should furnish instruction to do so—why a painter with 
undeniable natural gifts, much energy and high aspirations, good 
opportunities, and various acquired accomplishments, did not attain 
a higher standing and more lasting reputation in his profession, we 
shall not have to seek far for an explanation. Mr. Wehnert's 
besetting fault was exaggeration, bringing in its train caricature, 
forced action, gesture, and expression; consequently, dramatic 
impropriety, and, generally, a deticiency of refinement, dignity, and 
chaste, sober good taste. The fault is alike evident in illustrations 
demanding pathos, such as those of Don Quixote; or humour, as 
those of Shakspeare introducing Falstaff in love-making scenes 
(which should be free from meretriciousness, but are not)—witness 
the subject drawn from the apocryphal story of the abduction of a 
nun by Fra Filippo Lippi; and in assassination scenes, which incline 
to the morbidly horrible or violent. When the subject is not of a 
kind likely to tempt to great exaggeration, the artist is usually more 
su . Of such subjects is the ‘‘ Caxton Examining the First 
Proof from his Printing-Press in Westminster Abbey ’’—a capital 
drawing, engraved by the Art-Unionof London. Where, however, Mr. 
Wehnert attempted to treat sober scriptural themes as in ‘‘ The Ado- 
ration of the Shepherds,” he failed from unelevated modernism of 
conception. Some few landscape and marine studies are so commend- 
ably subdued, broad, and truthful, that we are disposed to think 
the artist would have gained a higher position as a landscape- 
painter. An unfinished painting in oil, representing the ‘‘ Recan- 
tation by Galileo of his Heresies before the Tribunal of the 
Inquisition,”’ is exhibited as the last work on which Mr. Wehnert 
was occu Though not sufficiently far advanced to fully or 
fairly j of its intended ultimate effect as a picture, we may 
say that it promised well; several of the heads, in particular, are 
in character and significant in expression.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 
DUKE CHRISTIAN OF SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 

His Serene Highness Duke Christian Charles Frederick 
Augustus, of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg-Augustenburg, whose 
death has just occurred, was the son of Frederick Christian, Duke 
of Schleswig-Holstein, by his consort, Louisa Augusta, daughter 
of Christian VII., King of Denmark; and was grandson of Queen 
Caroline Matilda, of Denmark, sister of King George III. He 
was born July 19, 1798, and succeeded his father June 14, 1814; 
but renounced the Dukedom in favour of his son, Prince Frederick, 
now Duke of Schleswig-Holstein. Duke Charles married, Sept. 18, 
1820, Duchess Louisa, Countess of Daneskiold-Samsoe, by whom 
(who died March 11, 1867) he had issue, with three daughters 
(Princesses Louisa Augusta, Amelia, and Henrietta), two sons, 
Frederick, present reigning Duke of Schleswig-Holstein, and his 

Royal Highness Prince Christian, husband of Princess Helena of 
England.

and heir of Sir William Carr, of Etal, Northumberland. He was born 
April 10, 1792. He entered the Royal Navy in 1807, and became a 
Lieutenant in 1814, and subsequently a Captain. He was M.P. for 
Ayrshire from 1839 to 1843. He assumed the additional surname 
of Carr by sign manual in 1822. He succeeded his father, as fifth 
Earl, July 6, 1843. His Lordship was the liberal and popular master 
of the Renfrewshire hounds, and was through life well known as 
an ardent and steadfast patron of the turf. His connection with 
racing, though not very successful, was highly creditable to him. 
The Earl married, Aug. 4, 1821, Georgiana, daughter of the 
late Edward Hay Mackenzie, Esq., of New Hall and Cromarty, but 
leaves no issue. He is succeeded by his half-brother, the Hon. 
George Frederick Boyle, M.P. for Bute from February to July, 1865, 
now sixth Earl of Glasgow, who was born in 1825, and married, 
April 29, 1856, the Hon. Montagu Abercromby, daughter of George 
Ralph, third Lord Abercromby, by whom he has a daughter, 
Gertrude. The estates of Etal pass to the deceased Earl's sister, 
Lady Augusta, widow of Lord Frederick Fitzclarence. This family 
springs from Sir Richard de Boyle, Kaut., of Kelburne, living temp. 
Alexander III., who married Margery, daughter of Sir Walter 
Cumming, and had issue. His descendant, John Boyle, was slain 
at the battle of Bannockburn, in 1488, His son, John Boyle, 
married Agnes, daughter of Baron Ross, of Hawkhead, in the 
county of Renfrew; and their descendant, David Boyle, of 
Kelburne, having represented Bute in the Convention Parliament, 
was elevated to the Peerage of Scotland, Jan. 31, 1699, as Lord 
Boyle, &c., with remainder to his issue male and heirs male what- 
soever; and was ‘created, April 12, 1703, Viscount Kelburne and 
Earl of Glasgow. His great grandson was George, fourth Earl, 
G.C.H., F.R.S., who obtained the British Peerage of Baron of 
Hawkhead, in the county of Renfrew, Aug. 11, 1815. He was 
father of the nobleman just deceased.

Sir John Peter Boileau, the first Baronet, of Tacolnestone Hall,
